The St. Dominso Treaty Again Before the 


Senate—Spicy Debate Between Senators- 
Sharp Language on All Sides. 


• 
Yesterday and to-day the Senate had two of the 


roughest and most exciting executive sessions that 
have occurred since the administration or Andy 
Johnson. The snbject matter nnder consideration 
was the St. Domingo treaty and the proposition of 
Senator Schnrz to have an investigation into 
the manner in 
whicli 
it 
was 
negotiated. 


The debate in open session yesterday on the 
petition of Hatch, presented by Senator Ferry, was a 
jnild indication of the volcanic disturbance which 
goes on in the interior. In these executive sessions 
Senators are wont to throw off the grave decorum 
and stiff dignity that sit so well on them when the 
eyes of all Delaware anil the rest of the United 
States are upon them. They often allude to one 
another in terms more"pangertt than parliamentary," 
as the Illinois wag, Ingersoll, would say, and the 
language is sometimes Known as strong Anglo-Saxon. 
The session yesterday, it is said, was a little out or 
the usual line. It would be easier to say who did 
not participate in the_discussiou than to give a list 
ol those who did. The motion before the Senate was 
to fix Thursday next as the time for the considera- 
tion of the St. Domingo treaty. This brought up the 
whole subject of the investigation and the imprison- 
ment or Hatch. 
Senator Fegy reiterated his 


assertions made in the morning, in open session, re- 
lative to General Babcoct being instrumental In 
having Hatch imprisoned. 
He retorted rather 


sharply upon Chandler, who sat Immediately be- 
hind him, with his long, angular legs upon his desk, 
chewing a package of Michigan fine cut, and amus- 
ing himself By squirting tobacco juice in the direc- 
tion of where Ferry stood. Chandler's soul is al- 
ways in arms and eager for a fray with a brother 
Senator, as with the British lion or any other 
man. He mounted Perry at once, and boldly ex- 
pressed the opinion that Hatch was a scoundrel 
who deserved to be haneed. Had he been President 
Baez, he would have put him to that use long ago, 
notwithstanding the assertion of Horace Greeley 
lhat hanging is the worst use to which a man can 
be put. AS for Ferry, Chandler thought he was 
trying to get up a quarrel with the President, and 
was hitting at Grant over BabcocK's shoulder?. 
He was in favor of an open square fight. If 
Senators thought tiie President was to blame, why 
didn't they say so opeuly and boldly, and 
riot be slashing at humble individuals who were not 
in a position to defend themselves. Tills brought 
out Sumner. 
He was not afraid to say that the 


President was to blame In some degree. He would 
not impute any wrong motives to the President, but 
he believed he had not gone about the negotiation or 
this treaty in the proper manner. His error was 
rather .of the head than of the heart. The atmo-

In his opinion, warrant an investigation. Who 
had filled the air with rumors? Who brought these 
charges? It was such fellows as Hatch—men who, 
for some purpose, were interested In having the 
treaty defeated. Keitner of the Senators named had 
given the Senate a single substantial reason for the 
proceeding they asked. The character of President 
Grant was not to be assailed as it had been here in 
the Senate without his protesting against it. He 
would tell the Senators that the country had faith in. 
President Grant, In his honor and integrity not less 
than in &I8 patriotism and sound judgment. 


Chandler, encouraged, or rather fired, by the 


bold words of his colleague, thought it was time to 
make another raid upon the enemy. This time he 
launched out upon his learned friend from Massa- 
chusetts. That Senator had an idea that nothing 
should be done except he was first consulted. The 
trouble was that he had not had a nand in the nego- 
tiation 
of

and leave others to attend to matters nearer 
home. The democrats, as might be expected, were 
interested and edified spectators ol this nice little 
family Quarrel. Senator Thurman, of Ohio, said It 
sometimes happened that neutrals offered their ser- 
vices to settle the quarrels of belligerents. He would 
inform the contending parties that the democrats of 
the Senate stood ready to give tueir friendly offices 
in this flght whenever it was thought they could be 
of service. After a sharp fight of an hour it was 
finally agreed to proceed with the consideration of 
the treaty next Thursday. 


The executive session of to-day was relative to the 


same subject. Schurz moved that the resolution 
offered by him the other day for an investigation of 
the manner in which, the St. Domingo treaty was 
negotiated be referred to the select committee of 
seven appointed to investigate the charges set forth 
In the petition of Hatch. This was the signal for 
another lively skirmish all along the line. The 
friends of the treaty stated that they were not afraid 
or the results of an investigation, they rather 
courted it, as did General Babcock and all 
the parties concerned. Chandler made a raid npon 
Sclvurz, as he had the previous day upon Ferry. He 
demanded to Snow what authority he had for tne 
allegations that the treaty was improperly nego- 
tiated. For one he had no idea of getting up an in- 
vestigation nntil he Knew there was some ground 
to go on. Schurz said he had got most or his 
Information from Mr. Perry, the United State3 
commercial

charged 
In 
npon 
Perry, 
saying 


that if that was all the authority he had he did not 
think much of It. He had been informed that this 
man Perry, since his arrival here, had been going 
around among the newspaper correspondents try- 
ing to get them to print Ms statements. Perry has 
been accused of this by the Secretary of State, and 
he had denied it. 
The Secretary then told 


him to reduce the denial to writing, but ne 
(Howard) was informed that up to tnis time 
he had not done it. 
This was the sort 


ol man on whose statements It was proposed 
to investigate the President of the United States, for it 
amounted to an investigation of him after all. Mor- 
ton said he questioned the right of the Senate to in- 
vestigate the President The proposition was at least 
something new in the history of the governmcn'- 
The Executive was a co-ordinata branch of the gov- 
ernment, and !t had its rights, which could be no 
more invaded, under the coustitution, than those of 
tne Senate. He hoped Senators would loolc 
at this matter«, liait before taking acnon. There 
was but one way by which the legislative branch of 
the governmnnt could be investigated, and that 
was by impeachment, ami everybody knew that the 


of Idr. Hatch, which was presented to the Senate 
yesterday by Senator Ferry, met this morning, and 
examined General Babcock.

Talk With the President. 


TheKed Cloud delegation called tit the Executive 


Mansion to-day and ha'l an interview with the Pre- 
sident. It took place in the Executive Office, the 
Indians standing in a semicircle around the room. 
The talk was or short duration, and was substantially 
a repetition of what has already been said on both 
sides in the conference held between the Indians 
and the government officials here. 
Bed Cloud 


did not recline on the floor In this instance, as he 
did at the council on Tuesday, but stood upright 
and delivered a speech to the President. 
He again 


alluded to his desire to have Fort Fettennan removed, 
and complained of the appearance of stakes that have 
becu driven in the vicinity of his reservation by 
surveying parties. He called attention to his chil- 
dren, who were standing around m silent approval 
of their head chief's oration, and asked that they 
might be fed and clothed, as, in the words of the 
speaker, they were "poor and naked." He also re- 
peated what he told Secretary Cox on Tuesday— 
that he was raised In this country, but had now 
come from beyond the hills, where the sun sets, and 
wished to have the Great Father take pity on him. 
Tiie Great Spirit had raised him to live on wild 
game; but it was now difficult for him to obtain it. 
Before he concluded he told the President he was 
much pleased with his-visit nere. 


The President replied that he had always and 


still desired to live at pea ce with the Indian nations. 
So long as his official authority existed it would be 
used for the protection of the Indians on the reser- 
vations and against the encroachments of the white 
people, as well as for the protection of the whites 
against the red men. Fort Fetterman, he explained 
to Red Cloud, was for the protection of both whites 
and Indians, and might be used as a base of supplies. 
The appropriation which will be made by Congress 
for the benefit of the Indians would be expended 
consistently with what is right to be done. The Sec- 
retary of the Interior had the proper instructions 
withjregard to this.

The Indians leaned forward with eager attention 


while their interpreter (John Richard) was explain- 
ing to them the words of the President. At its con- 
clusion a silent handshaking took place as each one 
passed from the room, and the councn with their 
Great Father thus ended. 
Spotted Tail's Farewell Visit to the Secretary 


of the Jntcriar. 


Spotted Tail and the other Brnle-Sloux chiefs 


called to bid the secretary of the Interior goodnye 
to-day. The Secretary asked him if there was any- 
thing more he wished to say before leaving. The 
chief replied only to ask again that his young men 
might have government protection on their annual 
buffalo hunt. He said that they must either hunt or 
starve, and to avoid collision with the other Indian 
tribes or with the whites he wished some govern- 
meut agent to go with them to keep them from 
lighting. 


The Secretary told him he should teacli His young 


men farming and other wajs of living, so that when 
there was no buUMo they could have something else 
to eat. They laughed, as Fast Bear the day before 
had shown the Secretary a bullet wound in his side 
which he received while farming. He had planted 
corn in the spring, when the officer in the fort told 
him to go hunt and when he came back the corn 
would be ripe and he could eat it 
He went to hunt, 


and when he was coming inlo his com patch the 
officer put that bullet hole in his side. 


"Spotted Tail" wanted his reservation fixed on 


the White river, and that|other traders than the ones 
now there be allowed him. In the course of tne 
talk the Secretary told "Spotted Tail" he must ex- 
pect some trouble in his life; white men had 
troubles. The chief laughingly said if the Secretary 
had had as much trouble In his life as "Spotted 
Tail" had he would have cut his throat long ago. 
The chief must have a stout heart. The last chiefs 
who visited the Great Father had returned home 
barefooted, and their people laughed at them. Sec- 
retary Cox said they should go home on horse- 
back. Whereupon they leit in the best of spirits. 
Before going they presented General Cox with an 
elegant pipe and Colonel Parker an elaborately 
worked buffalo robe. 
Attack by Indians on the Kansas Pacific Rail- 


road* 


Official reports received here mention that the re- 


cent attack made on the Kansas Pacific Railroad, 
west of Carson City, was not committed by Sioux, 
but by a baud known as Dog Soldiers, which is com- 
posed of tne renegade Indians ol a great many dif- 
ferent tribes.

ment, and the right to regulate the fate of messages 
is given to It, the price per message of tea words not 
to exceed four dollars.

The House Committee on Claims have made a

These are claims upon the gov- 
ernment lor Indemnity for losses of property by citi- 
zens of the territory at the hands mainly of govern- 
ment officials or parties acting umler them, at a 
period when, under the organic act, they were 
made the legal wards 
of the government,

The Naval Appropriation Bill.

LEGAL BIGHTS OP INDIANS. 


Mr. DAVIS, (dem.) of Ky., gave notice of a bill to 


allow all Indian nations and tribes having rights 
under the existing laws and treaties to sue in United 
States courts, with the right to either party to go to 
the Supreme Court npon a writ or error or appeal. 


Mr. RIOE, (rep.) of Ark., introduced a bill to carry 


into effect certain treaty stipulations with the Choc- 
taw nation of Indians. Referred. 


BRIDGES OVER THE OHIO BITER. 


The resolution to make the bill relating to the 


length of spans of bridges on the Ohio river a spe- 
cial order was debated. 


Mr. MORTON, (rep.) of Ind., remarked that there 


was an actual danger that the navigation of the 
Ohio river would be destroyed by short span bridges. 
Mr. DKAKE, (rep.) or Mo., favored the resolution, 
believing that the interests of the whole valley of 
the Mississippi were involved in the legislation on 
this subject. He hoped the bill would receive the 
precedence to which it was entitled. 
Mr. CAMERON, (rep.) of Pa., urged the importance 


of the measure m the interest or the commerce on 
the river. He said that at Allegheny the people had 
contributed out of their own pockets thirty thousand 
collars to induce the Baltimore and Ohio Eailroad to 
lengthen the span of their bridge. 
i»r. BORESIAN, (rep.) ol W. Va., said a compromise 
had been enacted with the Pennsylvania coal inter- 
est, which was pressing the Dill by which the span 
of bridges was determined; that the proposition 
now was to tear down not only the bridges in the 
process of completion, but those already completed, 
and to refund to the parties relerred to by Mr. Cam- 
eron the money they had contributed. 
Mr. SCOTT, (rep.) of Pa., said 'he had submitted as 
an amendment to the proposition the bill reported 
at a previous session from the Postal Committee, 
adding thereto the principle that compensation shall 
be made for the change of bridges built under the 
act of 1862. It was for Congress to say wnether It 
would authorize new obstructions while making 
annual appropriations to clear away obstructions to 
the commerce of a river. 
Upon a division the resolution was rejected, only 
thirteen Senators rising in its favor. 


PRIVATE CLAIM: 
Mr. SDMXEK, irep.) or Mass., presented a memorial 


of Edward Middletou ror compensation for property 
destroyed by General Sherman's army, and on Mr. 
Sumnur's motion the bill was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Claims. 
Mr, 1IOWE, (rep.) of Wls., chairman of the Claims 


Committee, thought the peculiar views of Mr. Sum- 
ner on the question required the reference of the bill 
to the Committee on Foreign Relations. Unques- 
tionably it had been that Senator's judgment that 
the people down South, were foreigners at the time 
General Sherman marched to the sea. tLaughter.) 


CONORESSIOXAI. KEPKESENTATIOX. 


At ten minutes past one the special order being 
theFHonse bilUor the apportionment of Representa- 
tives in Congress among the several States, was 
taken up, the question being on the first of the 
Senate committee amendments, increasing the num- 
ber ot Representatives from 275 to 800. 
Mr TRBMBDLL, (rep.) of III., chairman of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, explained that tne objector the 
bill was to give as early as practicable effect to tne 
census of 1870, by fixing the number at three hun- 
dred. No State would lose Its present representa- 
tion, and the number was not too large for a great 
country like our own. The present population, of 
the United States was estimated, at about forty or 
rorty-one millions. The new basis of representation 
would be about one hundred and thirty-three thou 
sand three hundred and thirty-three, while? the pre- 
sent basis was about one hundred and twenty-seven 
thousand. He commented upon the other amend 
ments, th« mam object of which was to provide for 
the representation of the new (colored) element, 
amounting to one million six hundred thousand 
neople which was two-fifths of four millions intro 
duced intn our voting population, only three-fiftns o 
that class being represented wider the present ap 
poruomnent. 
The first amendment was then agreed to, and thi 
next amendment was read to alrlKe out the provi 
sion that any reduction of Representatives ill a State 
by the new apportionment shall not take effect in tnr 
Forty-second Congress. 
Mr. MORRJLL, (rep.) of Tt, objected to the amend 
ment as creating embarrassment where—as in the 
case ot Vermont, which would lose one member— 
the election lor Congressmen would be held beforo 
the new apportioument^couM be made applicable 
The proposition that the bill should take eflect tm 
mediately was an unusual one, no previous appor 
uonment bill having taken effeet until two years aite 
its passage. Ho noped tho bill would not operiu 
until at least one year after the taking of tne census 
Mr. SHERMAN, irep.) of Ohio, preferred the Hous 


bill providing for two hundred' and geventy.flvi 
members to the bill as amended by the Senate com 
mitiee. 
Mr. EnanNBS, (rep.) of Vt, said tup" pentlini

THE FRANKING PRIVILEGE. 
The Dill to abolish the franking privilege tnen came 
np, the question being on Mr. Drake's amendment, 
allowing newspaper exchanzes to pass free, to Mr. 
Sherman's amendment for tne free circulation of 
weekly newspapers within the county of their pub- 
lication. 
Mr. BAHLIN, (rep.) ot Me., referred to the long aei- 
tation of tne subject, ana noped it would now be 
disposed of. 
. Mr. RAMSEY, (rep.) of Minn., addressed the Senate 
'n advocacy or the bill. He read from a Western 
newspaper to the effect that the newspapers could 
take care or themselves ana pay their own postage, 
just as members of Congress ought to do. (Laugh- 
ter.) He could* not see any reason for the special 
exemption 01 newspapers, as nine-tenths of ail mat- 
ter passing through the mails was printed matter. 
He said the agitation of the franking question had 
been generally attributed to Postmaster General 
Creswell, but this was a mistake, as the proposed 
reform, instead of being a new thing, bad been 
urged 'upon Congress for eighty years, as shown by 
different • Postmaster Generals' reports, - In 1851 
Postmaster General Holt had asserted that if 
the- free mail matter In that year had been paid 
for It would have netted nine million dollars. 
According to last year's report of the Postmaster 
General the number or officials at present enjoying 
the franking privilege was 3.300. which included 
postmasters. While in 1790 the cost of mail trans- 
portation was less than $23,000 it now ranged from 
$13,000,000 to $18,000,000. From- 18S1 to the present 
the expenditures had been largely in excess of re- 
cepts, except in 1865, when there was an excess of 
receipts. The great cost of our mall service was in 
transportation. In England this cost was much. 
less, amounting to only $3,000,000, while their re- 
ceipts were greater than onrs. The difference in cost 
was owing to different rates w compensation for 
postmasters and their clerks here ana In England 
ana to o'ur greater territorial extent 
Mr. HOWARD, (rep.) or Mica.), In reply to a state- 
ment by Mr. Ramsey, based upon the report .or the 
Postmaster [General, concerning the abuse of the 
rranking privilege In the forgeries of Congressional 
franks, said he did not believe the forgeries were as 
extensive as alleged. He thought the only way of 
acquiring information on tnat point would be to put 
Senators and Representatives on the witness stand 
to testify. He regarded me statement, however, as a 
mere assumption, cased upon a surmise or the Post- 
master General. 
Mr. BAHSEY replied by quoting from the report or 
Postmaster General Holt, made ten years ago, 
that it was impossible to detect or prevent rorging 
of rranEs. There was every facility ror it, as the 
lostal clerks could not discriminate between forged 
and genuine rranks. 
Mr. HARLAN, (rep.) or Iowa, intimated that the 
trength of popular clamor for doing away with the 
ranking privilege might be better understood if it 
las Known how many petitions for its repeal had 
jeen signed nnder supervision of thePosi Olnce De- 
artment. 
Mr. BAJISET thought that in affording means of 
xpression for public sentiment in ravor or great 
eforms the Postmaster General was deserving of 
nuch credit. The fact that not a single remon- 
trance had been presented showed the unanimity 
f the people npon the question. 
Mr. WILLIAMS, (rep.) of Oregon, said the petitions 
he had received were accompanied by numerous re- 
uests from nis constituents to send them public 
documents. 
Mr. RAMSEY said the reason of that was the 
nemies of this reform had taught the people the 
ranking privilege cost nothing; therefore while it 
xisted these requests would be made. He argued 
urther to show the beneficial results of the English 
jollcy in cheapening postage and abolishing franK- 
inpr. He thought our present uostage rates satisfac- 
ory to the people, and maintained that Mr. Sum- 
ner's proposition to limit the expense or mail trans- 
jortation to $300 per mile per aunnm would not 
'iffect tiie saving claimed ror it. 
Mr. NYE, (rep.) of Nev., did not think the large 
anmber of petitions presented in favor of the bdl 
a safe criterion for determining the sense or the peo- 
>le in regard to it. Signatures to petitions were not 
lard to obtain, and he thought he might get up the 
ame number of petitions to hang the Senator from. 
Minnesota rrom persons who did not know that gen- 
leman. If paid postage was substituted for the pre- 
eut system it would be only taking money from one 
jocket and putting It in another. The cost to the 
)enartment of tne Interior alone for sending out 
documents would amount to $5,000,000 per year. 
Mr. DRAKE would not favor the bill unless a pro- 
mise was inserted to compel Senators and Represen- 
tatives to pay then- own postage. 
Mr. RAMSAY, in the course of the discussion, said 
hat Mrs. Lincoln was the only person in ac. unoffi- 
cial position who now had the franking privilege. 
Mr. FLANAGAN, (rep.) of Texas, was in favor of re- 
ainlng the franking privilege as a means or diffus- 
ng political light among the people or his own State 
jr Tejsas. He looked upon it as one of the great 
evers or public opinion. Like all great privileges, 
t was subject to abuse, but that was no argument 
against it. Referring to some remarks By hlscol- 
eagne (Mr. HAMILTON) In a former discussion, he 
aid the people ol Texas were not the set of cut- 
hroats they had been represented, but they were a 
ilgh-toneu community down there. They wanted 
iglil, and he was in favor of giving it to them. Pro- 
ceeding to enlarge upon political topics, 
-. jiELLOGr,, (rep.) of La., interposed an inquiry 
whether he nad correctly understood him (Mr. 
fiauagan) to say the reoellions portion of the people 
of Texas were eutitled to the benefits of the i'ranlc- 
ng privilege- 
AIT. FJOANAGAN said i3mt no tiict c"*.r t», ftnrt UK re- 
peated it unequivocally and without ceremony. 
When that people rebelled they had permitted mm 
to remain among them, though he voted and spoke 
igalnst them and had never sympathized with them, 
and he would not have them outdo him in gener- 
osity. He would dig around and enlighten them by 
good republican doctrine. He was as good a repub- 
icau as anvr man dare be, but he did not reel called 
ipon to prove the fact by jumptos up and proposing 
to cut men's throats. 
Messrs. MoaaiLL, (ol Vt.), and FOWLER submitted 


amendments to the bill. 
• 
Mr. SUMNER gave notice of his intention to close 
the debate by advocating his proposition for the 
abolition of the irankmg privilege, with one cent 
JOStage for all. 
At four o'clock the Senate went into executive ses- 
sion and at six o'clock adjourned. 


HOUSE OJ? EEPEESEHTATJVES. 


WASHINGTON, June 9,1870. 


At the meeting of the House at eleven o'clock the 


hali was so dark, owing to a heavy thunder and rain 
storm prevailing, that the gas had to be lighted. In 
the midst of the confusion Mr. McCORStiCE, (rep.) of 
Arizona, who had been mentioned in the correspon- 
dence of the Evening Post, ia reference to Cuban 
bonds, rose and denied emphatically all knowledge 
of the matter. He called npon the chairman of the 
sub-committee, Mr. Butler'(of Mass.). to state whe- 
ther any evidence had been taken implicating him. 


Mr. Butler was not present 
Mr. McCORMicK then addressed the same inquiry 


to Mr. Davis (or N. Y.), a member or the Judiciary 
Committee. 


Mr. DAVIS, (rep.) of N. T., said he'was not a mem- 


ber of the sub-committee, and knew nothing about 
its proceedings. 
Some unimportant business was done by unani- 
mous consent; but as it was Impossible, owing to 
the storm and rattling on the roof, to understand 
wnat was going on, a recess of ten minutes was 
taken. 


THE TAX ON COAL. 
After the recess the Speaker proceeded, as the 
business or the morning hour, to call committees for 
reports, commencing with the Committee on Ways 
and Means. No report being made irom. that com- 
mittee, Mr. WARD, (rep.) of N. Y., rose and called 
attention to the resolution adopted by the House last 
Monday on his motion directing the Committee on, 
Ways and Means to report as soon as .practicable a 
bill abolishing the duty on coal. 
Mr. HOOPER, (rep.) of Mass., acting chairman of 
the committee, remarked that, If 'the resolution had 
been simply such as stated, the committee would 
have had no difficulty in reporting the bill imme- 
diately. The snbject had been taken np, but it was 
found' that the resolution covered rather more 
ground than was at first supposed. The resolution 
instructed the committee to report a bill abolishing 
tne tariff on coal, so as to secure that Important ar- 
ticle of fuel to the people free from all taxation. That 
latter part of it was supposed by some members of 
the committee to go farther than simply admitting 
coal from abroad free of duty. One member, at 
least, had taken the ground that all direct and inai- 
rect'taxes were to be taken offlrom coal. 
Mr. WARD—The resolution was perhaps somewhat 
crude, out it seems very explicit. 
Mr. CESSNA, (rep.) of Pa., made the point of order 
that under the call nothing but reports Irom com- 
mittees was in order. 
The SPEAKER sustained the point of order. 
Mr. Cox, (dem.) of N. Y., thought it the duty or the 
House to compel the committee to make a report. 
The SFEAKEK said it could not be done under the 


call. 
Mr. Cox—That committee is contumacious and in 


contempt of the House. 
Mr. BROOKS, (dein.) of N. Y., a member of tne com- 
mittee, said that so far as it was in his power he 
would be very glad to obey tne order of the House, 
IT ne was permitted to do so: 
Mr. CESSNA renewed his point of order. 
Mr. ROOT, (rep.),of Ark., objected to the morning 


Hour being consumed in buncombe speeches. 
Mr. Cox asked the Speaker as to the power'of the 
House to enfoice its order on the committee. 
The SPEAKER replied that the Committee on Ways 
and Means was authorized to report at any time on 
tax bills. IT the committee should, after a reason- 
able time, refuse to report the bill as ordered it 
would be ror the House not lor the Chair to taKe 
what course it might choose. 


UNLAWFUL CERTIFICATION OF CHECKS. 


After some further discussion to the same effect 
the CommUteo on Banking and Currency reported 
the following bill to punish, the unlawful certifica- 
tion of checks Dy officers of national banks, which, 
after a short discussion, was passed:— • 


That any officer, clerk or aient of any banking association 


Who shall wilfully violate the provisions of an act entitled 
"An act la reference to - certifying checks by national 
bants," approved March S, 1869, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall, on conviction thereof In any Circuit 
or District Court of tha United States, be fined not more than 
S6.UOO, or shall he Imprisoned not moro tliau five years, or 
boih, in toe discretion of theCourt. Provided, that nothing 
in this act contained shall relieve any banting association 
from any of the penalties preicrlbed In the act to which thin 
act refers. 
' 
. 


NATIONAL COIN NOTES. 


Mr. QARFjtBLD, (rep.) of Ohio, also reported 


the Senate bill to provide.* national currency of coin 
notes, and to equalize the distribution of circulating 
notes, with a substitute therefor. > 
Mr, Cox, a member of the committee, objected: 
that no meeting of the committee had been held to 
authorize that report. 
Mr. GARFIELD explained that the meeting was 


held during the ten minutes recess this morniug. 
The substitute was then read, being the Ninety-live 
Millions Currency bill, with the funding and other 
sections struck out. The omitted sections are three, 
four, five, six, seven, eight, nine and twelve. 
The substitute having been read, Mr. Cox again 
made the point of order, tnat Mr. Garfl'eld was not 
authorized to make the report. 
. The Speaker ruled that tne point of order came 
too late, adding that if it had been persisted in when 
it had been flrst made he would have submitted the 
question to the House. 
Mr. Cox appealed from the decision or the Cnalr, 
and called ror the yeas and nays. 
Mr. KANDALL, (dem.) of Pa., moved that the House 
adjourn and called for the yeas and nays, adding, In 
an under tone, that they would filibuster on this bill 
eyerymornlng hour from now till the end of the 
session. 
• During theroll call the moninKhonr expired and 
the bill went over till the morning hour on Tuesday, 
the appeal from the decision of the Chair having 
been withdrawn.

Mr. UPSON, (rep.) of Ohio, presented the petition 
of citizens of Cleveland. Ohio, ror the passage or the 
bill to incorporate toe International Society for the

Mr. MYERS, (rep.) of Pa., presented the oetltlon of 
tobacconists of Philadelphia lor a uniform tax of 
sixteen cents per pound on iianufactured tobacco 
and snuff.

Mr. LOGAN, (rep.) or 111., offered a resolution in- 
structing the Committee on Rnles to report whether 
some improved method or tafeingthe yeas and hays • 
cannot be devised and adopted, and presented a 
letter Irom an inventor or a machine for thenur- 
pose—William M. Springer. 
The resolution was- 


adopted. 


UNTFORH SYSTEM OP NATDHALIZATTO!?. 
Mr. DAVIS, ofJS". Y.. Irom the Judiciary Committee, 
reported for discussion and action a bill to establish 
a uniform system of naturalization, and to regulate 
proceedings under the same. The bill maces the 
following conditions of citizenship:—Three years' 
residence in tne United States with the intention to 
become a citizen, and six months' residence in the 
State and 
thirty days in 
the 
county or 
parish before application is made; the applica- 
tion to be- filed twenty days in court; the 
proceedings for naturalization to be had before the 
United States circuit and -District Courts. In coun- 
ties or parishes where there are not more than two 
stated terms of those courts proceedings may be had 
in any State court ol general jurisdiction having a 
clerk and seal. The naturalize^ citizen is not to ex- 
ercise all the privileges of citizenship nil alter the 
end of six months from the date of the judgment. 
Aliens enlisted in the United States army or navy 
and honorably discharged therelrom may become 
citizens upon one year's actual residence. The bill 
consists or seventeen sections, containing detailed 
provisions ror carrying it out and penalties ror 
iraudulent actions unaer it. 
Mr. DAVIS proceeded to explain the provisions of 
the bill, comparing them with the existing provi- 
sions or laws on the subject. The effect of giving 
jurisdiction to State courts, where not more than 
two stated terms or United States courts are held 
annuallv, was, he said, to give jurisdiction to the 
State courts generally throughout the country, but 
to deprive them of it in the large cities where 
rederal courts are Held more frequently, the object 
beina to prevent the frauds alleged to have been 
perpetrated in the larger cities. The provision post- 
poning the exercise of all rights of citizenship for six 
months 
after 
the 
date 
or - judgment 
of 
naturalization 
lie 
regarded 
as 
the 
great 
conservative element of 
the bill, because all 
the frauds connecte.-l with the present system have 
been hitherto perpetrated under the spur and ex- 
citement of heated political struggles. All parties 
had been in some degree chargeable with such 
frauds. He should not at:etapt to shield his own 
party, nor should any democrat attempt to shield 
his, by setting himself against a change of tne law 
which i.wotUd prevent such rrands on citizenship, 
such as all good men should deplore. That princi- 
ple existed under the constitution of STew York, 
where naturalization must cease some time before 
the election. He defended the principle of the thir- 
teenth section, which provides legal proceedings to 
be taken against persons charged witn having frau- 
dulently obtained naturalization papers. 
Mr. WABD advocated the passage ol the bin, which 
was rounded on a resolution offered by himselT and 
referred to tne Judiciary Committee. The Dill 
seemed to be well considered, and to meet the re- - 
quirements of tne resolution referred to the commit- 
tee he would have it amended, however, by increas- 
ing the residence requirement from three years to 
four years before an alien can obtain naturalization 
papers. He did not thinK that Ms proposition 
would be regarded as unjust by aliens themselves, 
who were interested in not haying American citizen- 
ship made too easy or too cheap, In that connec- 
tion he spoke of the seventy thousand, fraudulent 
naturalization papers issued in Sew York, city, 
and of the fact that fraudulent naturalization papers 
were hawked about In the markets of Europe 
at two dollars a piece as a means or protection. Ha 
also referred, giving the statistics, to the Hew York 
election frauds or 1868 as developed in tne testimony 
before Mr. Lawrence's select committee on the sub- 
ject, declaring that of the hundred thousand votes 
polled in Sew York cltv fifty thousand were cast by 
repeaters. He believed that 'the time would come 
wtien the question would arise whether the people 
of tne United States would allow their President and 
Vice President to be counted out by the rraudulent 
TIH~" -^ ar~,n-Tr*vri£ rjlty. and WJlfin th^t. t.^«o oame 
there would be civu wfth n.e acquitted the muoo or 
the democratic party or a desire to control the gov- 
ernment by fraud. He believed that they desired 
that there should be an honest ballot, and, therefore, 
then- representatives should support the pending 
bill designed to accomplish that object. Speaking 
of the necessity or purifying the ballot box. 
Mr. HALDEJTAAN, (dem.i of Pa., called out, "How 
about Whlttemore?" 
Mr. WARD—I do not know what Mr. Whittemore 
has to do with this discussion. He will be back here 
in a few days and we win see about him. He went 
on to speak of the Tammany organization as com- 
posed ol a set of men who had no principles, no 
honesty, no Integrity; who were simply public 
thieves, engaged In the business of robbing the city 
of New York and or controllinc the State of Sew 
York. 
Mr. SCHDHAKER, (dem.) of N. Y., made a remark 
about buying np republican State Senators. 
Mr. WARD replied that H republican Senators sold 
themselves, and if corruption had si-own to tnat 
p,oint, then they ought all the more try to keep the 
ballot pure. IT republican State Senators in New 
York were purchased they were purchased by the 
same set of men who purchased the election inspect- 
ors, who purchased certain republican organiza- 
tions and who controlled New York cl/y by corrup- 
tion and fraud. 
Mr. HALDEHAN made a remark about the republi- 
can party having the control 01 the banks and bonds 
and tariff and internal revenue. 
v 


Mr. WARD did not see that the bonds or the tariff 


had anything to do with the pending bill, ana he 
went on to advocate its passage, 
Mr. J3LDRUX3E, (dem.) of "Wis., a member.of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, then addressed the House In op- 
position to the bill. It might not properly e called a 
war measure, but it had its orgin and life in the 
spirit or revolution evoked by the war. It was in 
all its main features at war with the well estaolibhed 
order ana long settled policy of tne covernmeut on 
the subject of naturalization and Inirniffration. It 
was one ot the waves or the revelation that had, 
during the last ten years, been surging and beating 
with almost resistless force against the constitution 
of the several co-ordinate departments of the gov- 
ernment; against the Union and the States, and 
against all the laws and barriers set up by the fathers 
ol the republic for tne preservation and protection, 
of the rights and liberties or the people. It was a 
party measnre ror the perpetuation of a party power. 
In his judgment the title or the bill would De im- 
proved and its character much more clearly indicat- 
ed by styling it a bill to establish a most intricate 
and difficult system of naturalization, and to hinder, 
delay, and as far as possible prevent naturalization, 
and to discourage Intelligent foreigners rrom emi- 
grating to the United States. Ana yet the bill was a 
very great tmnrovement on all the bills introduced 
on the subject. But there was nothing in ic that 
commended it to his judgment He was opposed to 
every lorm and feature or it. The people had 
not demanded any such, legislation. 
It was 
the work of the scheming politician. Its pre- 
tence and title were untrue. It was not intended or 
designed to establish a uniform system of naturaliza- 
tion. -That system had been established long ago by 
statesmen in the interest of the country, and not by 
politicians and demagogues in the interest of party. 
The injury to result irom snch a sweeping and radi- 
cal change could scarcely be comprehended. Next 
to good laws, the most important thing to any coun- 
try was to have the laws axed and stable, and it was 
of. the greatest importance that the naturalization 
laws should be comprehended by the people of the 
countries from.which the American population has 
so largely come. The Intelligent foreigner consider- 
ing the question of becoming an American citizen 
would be larcely influenced in his action by the 
facility or dilllcuity which would attend the act. 
The present Baturallzation law was aswell under- 
stood in Ireland, GreafBritain and Germany as in 
the United States. This knowledge oad been dis- 
seminated throngh a period of nearly seventy years 
with creat effort and expeuse, and the proposed 
radical and • sweeping ciiauge would be made at the 
cost or much time, money and labor to make it un- 
derstood either at home or abroad. It seemed to 
him that no one could doubt that the scheme was 
invented to Keep aliens from applying for and ob- 
taining naturalization. It could have had no other 
object There was not a provision in it friendly or 
inviting to tho foreigner. It was disingenuous and 
hostile to the alien and unfriendly to his natura- 
lization 
After criticising the various provisions 


of the bill, he went on to say that the cry ol fraud 
was a pretext, merely. The bill was inspired by 
hate and hostility to the Irish ana Germans and to 
the Catholic population. Its mainspring was parti- 
san maliguity, religions bigotry and intolerance. 
Every line and letter or It breathed the infernal 
spirit of knowuotnlngism, and the convent and 
Church burning, ol native Americanism. Its spirit 
and temper were in hostility to one or the most im- 
portant national interests, it was an unfriendly 
blow struct at European emleration, and calculated, 
if not intended, to hindeiwand retard it. For his 
own part he was ready to support a measure extend- 
ing the rights, of citizenship to all aliens on their 
arrival to the United States, on their taking the oath. 
to support the constitution. . 
Mr. Cox protested against the bill, because it was 
based on slanders against the people and the Ju- 
diciary or New York; because it was vindictive and 
partisan; because it was so narrow- as to be nri« 
American; because it changed me familiar, generous, 
constitutional and convenient modes of. naturalize 


tlon and instituted a Know Nothing system, and be- 
cause it made contemptible those -members or 
foreign birth (alluding to Degener and Fmkelnburgl 
who tried to defend the republican- party, whicli 
would, by the pending measure, ostracize tne friends 
and countryinetLof tueir constituents. 


Mr. SAHGENT, (rep.) of Cal.. opposed the bill, be- 
cause he did not thinK it answered any useful pur- 
pose whatever, and would certainly vote against, it 
unless the amendment offered ay the gentleman 
from Nevada (Mr. Fitch) excluding Chinese and Jap- 
anese from naturalization were agreed to. He ar- 
gued that the amendment was not In conflict with 
the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments to the con- 
stitution, with the recent treaty between China and 
the United States, or either with the principles or the 
republican party. Not only were the Chinese alien 
to the language and faith of the American people, 
but they were Imperialists, and the naturalization. 
laws required that 
men should be attached 
to tne institutions of the country. It had been said 
that Louis Napoleon, being an imperialist, could 
not become an American naturalized citizen. 
Neither could a Chinaman. -Who ever heard of a 
Chinese republican? Besides, the Chinese, as a 
race, were addicted to all tne. nameless vices of 
Asiatic civilization, and he warned the member 
Irom Massachusetts of the evil results that would 
attend the Introduction of Chinese into that State, 
which had recently commenced. They would absorb 
employment and drive out the white laborers. On 
the other hand, he would give all proper encourage- 
ment to the European immigration. He sent to the 
cleric's, desk and had read an extract from the Can- 
ton correspondence or the New York TrfOune of the 
7th of June, showing the way in which the Immigra- 
tion or Importation of Chinese into the United States 
is carried on. He closed by making an appeal to 
the House to adopt the amendment offered by Mr. 
Fitch. 


Mr. STEVENSON, (rep.) of Ohio, thought that nothing 
could be worse than the present .naturalization sys. 
tern. It had been characterized by the gentleman 
from New York (Mr. Cox) as a "convenient system." 
•That was the trouble, it was too convenient. Under 
ittae worst class of aliens became naturalized at 
once through, yiolations of the law, and the intelli- 
gent, moral class oT aliens were Sept on the outside 
of citizenship ror five years. 
He was 'in ravor ol 
shortening the present term of residence to two 
years. He would be willing that aliens on arriving 
ia the-United States shall register their names ana 
become citizens m. two years thereafter, Tor he be- 
lieved that the average immigrant was equal to the 
average elector at liome. 
Mr. FITCH, (rep.) of Nev., advocated his amend- 
ment to exclude natives of China and Japan rrom 
naturalization. ^Following out the idea or impe- 
rialism expressed by Mr. Sargant, he said that Bis- 
marck, that Disraeli and that Bulwer never could 
become naturalized American citizens, because 
they were aristocrats in then: political aspirations, 
While, on the otuer hand, Charles Dickens, -.Soon 
Bright and Victor Hugo could become naturalized 
American citizens. So it was that Chinese anil Ja- 
panese never could be naturalized. 
The canaille 


of 
Paris 
and 
the 
lazzaranl 
of 
Naples, 
had no republican -ideas. But where was there a 
repnolican sentiment in China or Japan? They were 
willing slaves; they were imperialists; they were 
without truth; they had no fear Tor the obligations 
of an oath. True, they were frugal, sober and indus- 
trious; but they had a civilization or their own, with 
which American civilization could not assimilate; 
t'hey were a race which could not be converted: they 
would contribute nothing to our schools and nothing 
to our churches. They would assume the innctions 
or citizenship solely ror the purpose or profit, and 
would sell them in gross to the Highest bidder with- 
out its ever owamBg to them, that they had done 
anything wrong. 
He believed tilat even IT the 
Chinese and Japanese were included in the fifteenth. 
amendment they could be excluded irom the polls by 
the Legislatures of California, JSevada and Oregon 
who could pass bills simply providing that no natives 
of Asia should be entitled to vote. That would not 
conflict with the fifteenth amendment, which only re- 
fers ro race or color, or previous condition or ser- 
vitude, not to place ot birth; but in ihe meantime 
there woujd be fifty thousand Chinese and Japanese 
voters on the Pacifle coast, and all those would be 
contracted ror by six Chinese firms in Saa Francisco 
and delivered according to contract. He warned his 
republican friends that the Tiassage of this bill would 
be the destruction or their party in the Pacific States. 
Mr. AXTET.TI, (dem.) of Cal., opposed the bill as 
cumbersome and calculated to embarrass and retard 
naturalization. Its seventeen sections were intri- 
cate and complicated. He was opposed particularly 
to the thirteenth section, allowing a man's naturali- 
zation to be questioned again to the court. Under it 
every naturalized citizen was liable to be hauled be- 
fore a court and subjected TO a long-, tedious trial. 
The bill seemed to be conceived in a spirit of ani- 
mosity to the people. 
Such tremendous strides 
backward had been taken recently that he donbted / 
very much whether in the future States would have 
any control over tiie question of suffrage. He coin- 
cided entirely with his two colleagues and with the 
gentleman Irom Nevada that the admission or Asiat- 
ics to citizenship would ruin and depopulate the Pa- 
cific States. 
Mr. FisKBLNBUKa, (rep.) or Mo., opnosed the bill, 
as he believed that it wunld render naturalization. 
difficult, buadensome and oppressive. He stated his 
objections to the various provisions in the Dill, among 
others that relating to soldiers, as well as to the ab- 
sence of a provision for giving notice of intention to 
become a citizen, persons having given such notice 
being now entitled to vote in eleven States of the 
Union, and who would under this bill be prevented 
from voting. 
While sympathizing with the object 


of the bill to purify elections he could not support it, 
on account or its burdensome propositions. He much 
preferred the bill reported last Congress by the Se- 
lect Committee on the New York Elections. 
That 


bill proposed to punish the guilty, while the pending 
bin proposed to punish the Innocent.

Oh o. He was particularly opposed to section thir- 
teen, giving district attorneys the power to cite be- 
fore the courts any person having naturalization 
papers in his possession supposed to be fraudulent. 
That ssectlon was enough to condemn the bill, even 
it there were not others equally objectionable. 
Mr. MCNEELT, (dem.) of ill., moved an amend- 
ment, reducing the residence condition Irom three 
years to one year. He said that that was the only 
amendment which the gentleman having charge of 
the Dill would allow him to offer; otliurwise he would 
have moved to amend the bill in other particulars, 
Including that of postponing the richt to exercise 
the privileges of citizenship for six mouths after, 
naturalization. He endorsed the views expressed 
by the gentleman irom. Wisconsin (Mr. Bldridge). 


Mr. HAY, (rep.) of 111., complained of the trammels 
on debate in the House, which prevented him dis- 
cussing the bill as lie would desire. He opposed 
the bill as oppressive and hostile to Immigrants,, and. 
he tnerefore moved to lay the bill on the table. 
On the intimation that the motion would cut off 
several members who desired to speak", Mr. Hay 
withdrew the motion. 
Mr, SCHr/ilAKER opposed the bill as a direct stab 
at European emigration. If it became a law no 
respectable foreigner would come to the United 
States to reside- The provision for a six months 
probationary term alter naturalization should be 
known as the Greeley-JViOunti provision, for Mr. 
Greeley was the author of it, having proposed it m 
the New York Constitutional Convention, limiting it 
to one month. The bill was calculated to retard im- 
mi^ration whicn added so much to tne wealth of the 
country. On this subject he quoted Commodore 
Vauderbilt's reply to Sir Morton Peso's question as 
to the ability or the United Stales to pay the national 
debt, that his railroad carried daily to the West 
from 1,500 to 2,000 emigrants, and that a country 
which could thus Build up a village every day waa 
entitled to some credit in the markets of the world. 
Mr. DEGEKER, (rep.) of Texas, thought the bill had 
given a splenuid opportunity to the democrats to 
make capital out of. 
Many DEMOCRATS (laughing)— "That is so." 
Mr. DEGENER was inclined to move to lay in on the 
table, but one or courtesy would not do so. 
Mr. DAVIS, of N. Y., gave notice that he would 
move tne previous question to-morrow morning, and 
moved an adjournment. 
Mr.-DAWEs, (rep.) of Mass., hoped the biHwonlfl 


be disposed oi this evening. 
The motion to adjourn was negatived. 
Messrs. Cox and JUCD moved that the bill be laid 
on the table. 
Ur. DAVIS, of N. Y., asked to have the bill recom- 
mitted, but objection was made.

Tne Brewers' Association of the United States, in

THE REGENT MALPRACTICE CASE. 


Identification of the Deceased—She was a 


Tencherj Governess and Housekeeper—The 
So-CaUed «Dt»> Wolff Committed to the 
Tombs—A Chance to Klake an Example. 
For a week or ten days past Coroner Schlrmer, his 


deputy, Dr. Cushman, and detective Dunlap, of the 
Seventeenth precinct, have been actively engaged In 
collecting information in regard to the death of the 
woman at first known as Mrs. H. Hunt. She died 
about the 20th of May last at the house of M. 
A. A. Wolff, 183 Seventh street, who advertised him- 
self as a physician, as heretofore reported in the 
HERALD. In the course of the investigation it was 
found that deceased was not Mrs. Hunt, but Miss 
Matilda Henningsen, an educated German woman, 
who had been employed in several wealthy families 
of this city in the capacity of teacher, governess and 
housekeeper, 
on entering the house of Wohf, 


where Miss Henningsen died, Coroner Scuinner 
found a large number of peculiar obstetrical instru- 
ments and other unmistakable evidences that \Volff 
was engaged In an unprofessional and Illegal busi- 


Yesterday morning Coroner Schlrmer called the 
jury together and submitted So them the testimony 
or several witnesses, which had been previously 
taken, and also examined one or two other persons 
who had been acquainted with deceased for several 
years. Subjoined! will be found a synopsis of the 
most important evidence elicited:— 


TESTIMONY OF MK. RANFFUS. 
August H. Ranffus, of No. 402 Sixth avenue de- 


posed that he had been acquainted with, deceased 
for about twelve years; she lived out in different 
ramilies in the capacity or governess; in October last 
she kept a store in Broadway, but in January she 
gave up business: at that time she became sick and 
was in bed for six weeks: on getting better 
deceased stated to the witness that she had been 
advised to go to the country; she lert on the Hth 
ulr.. and on going requested that letters addres-ed 
to Her be seuc to the Arlington House, Fourteenth 
street and Fifth avenue; alter deceased lert witness 
iuuud a card on which was written the names of Dr. 
Wolff, Dr. Grlndle and several others; the witness 
identified the clothins of "Mrs. Hnnf louud at No 
182 seventh street as belonging: to Miss Henmngsen 
with the exception of the bonnet and the travelling 
bas, which belonged to the wile of the witness. 


TESTIMONY OF DECEASED'S SISTER. 
Henrietta Henningsen, or 41 Henry street, where 
she is employed as housekeeper, deposed that de- 
ceased was her sister; Sad not seen ner for several 
weeks; about two months ago deceased lived at 402 
Sixth avenue, where she was sick: Dr. Herzoc at- 
tended her; about four weeks ago deceased told her 
sister that she had received an invitation to go to 
WilUamsburg: did not see her again. 


TESTIMONY OP DR. HERZOG. 


Max Herzog, of 4S West Thirty-fourth street, tes- 
tmed tnat ne had known deceased for several years- 
had seen her in different families whom ne had 
visited as physician: was called to see her at 402 
Sixth avenno outlie 12tH of March; deceased subse- 
quently 
confessed 
to 
the 
doctor 
that sho 
was enceinte and asked what sue should do 
and was informed it would 
be better to go 
into the 
country till her trouble was 
over- 
two or three dajs afterwards deceased called on the 
doctor and said she had made up ijer mind to go to 
Germany, where she had a sister, and remain until 
she could safely return and resume her duties. 


After the introduction of some farther testimony of 
a similar character tue case was submitted to the 
jury, wno rendered the following 


VERDICT. 


"That Matilda Henningsen, the deceased, came to 
her death by metroperitonitis, the result of an abor- 
tion, produced, as we believe irom the tesuniouv at 
the hands or M. A. A. Wolff." 


On the above verdict Coroner Schlrmer committed 
Wollf to tne Tombs to await the action of the Grand 
Jury.

In re Clark vs. Bininger.—ms long litigated do- 


mestic imbroglio has at last passed through one 
phase of its course to ultimate conclusion. On the 
appeal from Judge BlatcHford's decision. Judge 
Woodruff goes over the whole gronnd-of controversy 
ana of the legal points involved, finally affirming the 
decree granted by Judge Blatchfordi 


Judge Woodruff, in his decision epitomized below, 


says:—The above named bankrupts composed the 
firm of Bininger & Company, who for many years 
carried on business in this city as merchants and 
traders. 


On the petition of Milton J. Hardy ana others, 


creditors of the firm, they were, on the 22d day of 
December, 1869, decreed bankrupts, and the re- 
spondenf Clark has brought into this court for re- 
view the proceedings had in tne District Court upon' 
that petition and tne decree pronounced thereon. 


The petition, as originally nlea, allegea as acts of 
bankruptcy tnat the respondents Had fraudulently 
stopped, and had not resumed payment of their 
commercial paper within a period of fourteen days. 
That they, on the 19th of November, 1869, did in 


snostance effect a transfer of all their partnership 
property to one Daniel H. Banrahan, under color of 
the appointment of the said Hawaiian to be a re- 
ceiver or the -property of the Brm procured by the 
respondent Clark, in a proceeding instituted in the 
Superior Court of the city of New York, against tke 
respondent Biulngar, and was suffered by the said 
Bmmgar, with intent to hinder and delay the credi- 
tors of the firm. 


TUe respondent Clark alone appeared and an- 


swered to this petition, and by his answer he denied 
that he or his said firm had "committed an act of 
bankruptcy set forth in tte said petition or other- 
wise," and demanded a trial by jury. Be alleged in 
his answer tnat neither he nor his said arm are in- 
solvent, but are, on the contrary, fully able to pay all 
their just debts and nabaities aud have a large sur- 
plus: and he admits that on the l?th of November 
1S69, 
he commenced an action m the aloresaid court 


against Ills copartner Bininger, praying for a disso- 
lution, an accounting and for the appointment of a 
receiver; that such court did appoint the receiver 
and be, on the same 19th of November, took posses- 
sion of the property of the firm In this citv, and was 
in possession wlien the petition of the creditors was 
hied. Ana he further alleged that such petition was 
ffied by collusion between nis copartner BininK er 
and their creditors. 


On the trial, and upon the examination of the said 
Clark on his own behalf, the petitioning creditors 
obtained leave to add furtlier allegations to their 
petition, by way of amendment. To toe grantin"- of 
such leave the respondent objected ana excepted 
To the allegations thus added to the petition the 
respondent Clark answered by a denial, and the 
said Bininger thereupon appeared in form by ins 
solicitor, but made no answer to the petition. The 
trial then proceeded, and at the close of the testi- 
mony the Judge charged the jury in effect that the 
getitionmg creditors were entitled to a verdict 


ndmg tnat the respondents, being insolvent; did, 
on the 19th uay of November, 1869, suffer their pro- 
perty to be taken 
on legal process, with the 


intent by such disposition of mat property to 
defeat the operation or the said act of Congiess. 


L In my judgment there was no error m per- 
mitting an amendment of the petition. It belonra 
to courts of justice as the general rale to permit 
amendment of proceedings before them when they 
nave obtamed jurisdiction of the person and of the 
subject matter, and it would be strange if the district 
court in the administration of tlie bankrupt law 
should be ield incompetent to allow such amend 
ments. Here the appellant answered the amended 
petition aud the issue thereby created was tried and 
determined.

claims, 
fictitious 
debts and illegal or 


inequitable prelereuces, whicu 
that 
act pro- 
vides, and in the summary manner In which the 
proceedings may be conducted. It is not, therelore 
lor the deutors, or for the debtors and some of the 
creditors, to say we can devise a better, or safer, or 
more economical mode of leaching the same nnal 
result. H it were true, It would ue only saving that 
we will resort to an expedient to defeat tlie Bank- 
rupt law, and onr reason therefore is, that we think 
our plun is wiser and better than that which Con- 
gress has been flt to prescribe. 
I have only to add 
that the motive or petitioners in prosecuting tne 
petition, or the co-operation of the copartner Bin- 
luger, or his motive tnereror, can have no possible 
eilect m determining the Quality of the acts alleged 
to be acts of bankruptcy, or the legal consequence 
of such acts. 


The rejection of evidence tending to sho w collu- 
sion between Bmlngcr and the petitionine creditors 
was not erroneous. However fully established the 
decree must have followed as the right ol the cre- 
ditors. . If tiie design was to show a purpose to 
administer the bankrupt's estate'so as to defraud 
Uark, nis copartner, that design appertains to tae 
future, the means are abundant to protect him 
against any such fraud, and the court and the law 
are competent-m adequacy and power to see that in 
execution of the law lull justice and protection are 
awarded to aB who are Interested.

The defendants haa a claim agamts tue bankrupts 
jpojjtlng to $4,651 44, with interest from octobar 
IS, 186/. On October 28,1667, defendants commenced 
an action in. the Supreme Court against tlie bank 
rnpts. The bankrupts consented that Judgment 
should be entered for the defendants, which was ac- 
cepted. Tne plea in bar of the bill avers that the execu- 
tion which followed and tne levy made Oy tne Sheriff 
were made four months before the proceedings in 
bankruptcy, and the Court decides that the plea 
must be allowed, and bill be dismissed with costs

There are very few 
horses in all England that are capable of running 
four-mile heats.

Tho Death of Clmi'Ies UMcouv. 


"In tho midst of life we are in death." How 


impressively this solemn fact returns upon us 
as we read the brief details of the grim mos- 
ssngcr's call upon Charles Dickens in Ihe 
midst of (ho pleasures of a cheerful dinner 
party! The news of the sad event in both 
hemispheres has fallen, upon tho public miud 
with the shock of an unexpected misfortune; 
and yet, considering the brain overworked and 
the body worn out from the long and exhaust- 
ing strain upon it, this sudden dissolution is 
not surprising. It is rather to be wondered 
at that, with' so many examples and warnings 
of this kind constantly occurring around us, 
we should still cherish the delusioa that there 
are, or ought to be, certain exemptions from 
the inexorable laws governing this frail and 
uncertain earthly existence. Charles Dickens 
has gone the way of all the earth. JJis work 
is done; he rests from his labors; but he 
leaves behind him the record of talents indus- 
triously employed in his wisely cbcsen voca- 
tion for the general good of his fellow men, 
and especially for tbe amelioration of tha suf- 
ferings and the righting of the wrongs of those 
too much negbcied classes of modern civiliza- 
tion, the siory of whose lives, honest or crim- 
inal, is a desperate struggla for existence. 


The British metropolitan journals caa hardly 


find terms sufficiently expressive of their ad- 
miration of the genius as a novelist and the 
merits as a public benefactor of the deceased 
author of the genial Pickwick and his nume- 
rous family. Let ua, however, while dealing 
generously with the dead, deal justly for the 
truth and for the living. Charles Dickens 
was a great novelist, and in-his sphere, we 
may say. he was the greatest among his con- 
temporaries. , But when his enthusiastic ad- 
mirers rank him in genius with Shakspeare 
they are (wo enthusiastic. Dickens was a man 
of genius, but his was not the comprehensive 
genius of SJakspswe; nor did he possess the 
exquisitely beautiful perceptions of character 
which we find ia Walter Scott; nor the pol- 
ished ssatimsntaliems of Bubver; nor the 
analytical descriptive powers of Victor Hugo; 
nor the critical faculties of' Thackeray; nor

Compare the last work of Dickens, 
"Edwin Drood," as far as printed, with the 
latest_novel pf ^Disraeli, "Lothair," and the 
difference wilT be seen between the limited 
range of Dickens and the boundless field of 
thought, instruction and philosophy opened by 
Disraeli. 


In another aspect the contrast between 


theae two writers of fiction is very remark- 
able. It is the contrast between St. James 
and St. Giles; for while^the heavy atmos- 
phere of St. Giles prevails in the novels of 
Dickens, the social air of St. James prevails 
in the works of Disraeli. Dickens was ia his 
element in his delineations of life among the 
English low classes, and of the lowest his pic- 
tures are the best; Disraeli is at horn, 
the ruling minds and beauties of tl._ 
tocracy, and his range of vision embraces the 
ruling cLmenis iu tho social, political and 
religions world. 
The characters of Dickens 


are individuals, each conSned lo a narrow and 
insignificant walk; the hsross and heroines of 
Disraeli represent the great ideas and ques- 
tions—political, religious aud social—which 
are agitating tho realms of civilization. We 
may, 
in short, describe Dickens as the 


graphic shorthand vcrl/alim reporter of scenes 
in low life, and Disraeli as iku matured 
statesman and philosopher, giving ua his 
broad political and social vieww in iLo tZia^uIse 


Even, in his travels we find Dickens adher- 


ing to his ruling passion for the ludicrous, and 
for incidents and characters absurd, vicious 
or grotesque. His "American Notes" are only 
a series of hastily drawn caricatures of indi- 
viduals and trifling incidents ; and the journal 
of his Italian travels, in which he ig more 
thoughtful and deliberative,' will not compare 
in grace or beauty of description with the 
Italian sketches of N. P. Willis. In what, then, 
lies the world-wide fame of Dickens as a lite- 
rary genius? It lies in his graphic descriptions 
of low life, ia his everyday living characters 
among the struggling masses, good and bad, 
and in his never-failing purpose to encourage 
tho good, to discourage tho bad, to correct 
abuses against the weak and defenceless, and 
to create sympathy and Madness, not only for 
Buffering virtue, but towards the ignorautly or 
helplessly vicious and unfortunate. 


He labored faithfully, though comparatively 


within a limu'.'d sphcrj. His mind was micro- 
scopic, masnifyins small things into tilings 
wondaifuliy interesting; and it is not In 
nature thai aa eye which is microscopic shall 
possess also the powers of the telescope. 
Charles Dickens, it may be truly said, employed 
the talents given him wisely and well. So fsr 
as wa ia America are concerned we can truly 
say that the mistakes of his first visit ware 
fully, and to tha general satisfaction, repaired in 
his second; that in this country hia death will 
be universally lamented, as his works are uni- 
versally admired for the good fruits they have 
borne and still promise -to bear; and that 
many Americans caa testify to the attractive 
social qualities of the man and to the generous ' 
hospitalities they have shared in his house. 
He lived an industrious and useful life, and he 
leaves behind him a fame and a name which 
will live respected, fresh and green, for genera- 
tions to coaie.

The Southern Women's Bureau, which has 


recently been organized at Cooper Institute 
under the presidency of Mrs. S. E. Wells and 
the auspices of a number of prominent ladies 
of this cily and Brooklyn, is about the best 
exrmr.pnt «r i!«j u ua aim of womtu's rijjiiio 
that has yet come to our notice. The question 
of suffrage has nothing to do with it. Some 
of the lady members are advocates of that pe- 
culiar offshoot of fenrnine rhapsody, and others 
are not; but most of them are ladies of literary 
eminence, and believe in the right of woman to 
earn her living- in tho paths of literature, art, 
the professions, the trades, or in any honorable 
way that she may deem best. As Mrs. Hol- 
loway, the secretary of the association, says, 
the Bureau aims at practical woman's rights, 
especially in favor of the women of the South, 
who have been impoverished by the war, and, 
owing to those chivalric notions in that section 
which have always scouted the idea of inde- 
pendence in woman, are now sadly in need of 
the ways and -means by which to earn their 
subsistence. There are many of these women 
well enough educated to fill well and ably po- 
sitions in tho higher rank of the professions or 
the arts, but who, either by reason of this mis- 
taken devotion, or for want of means, are de 
barred even from teaching school or music or 
following any business that may return them 
an income. This Southern Women's Bureau 
proposes to extend aid acd counsel to those 
and thus, while philanthropically helping the 
needy, it is quite likely lo assist social recon- 
struction by the infusion of hiaithy Northern 
notions into the Southern mind.

Scylla and Charybdis wore dangerous 
spots for ancient mariners, and they conse- 
quently avoided them: but probably the navi- 
gators of the great Salt Lake are not endowed 
with as much caution. 


It will turn out when all the facts are de- 


veloped that this reported whirlpool in Salt 
Laka is not an outlet to that body of water; 
but if any such thing exists at all it is, most 
likely, the hot spring which has always been 
known babbling up on the western borders of 
the lake. When Fremont was on his explora- 
tion in that region in 1844—and he was the 
first who struck the Salt Lake—he was met by 
trappers, who informed him that if he pursued 
his course westward he would find a lake of 
salt walsr having no outlet but a holo in the 
bottom—a maelstrom, iu fact. Perchance this 
old tradition has been' revived aud conv&rted 
into a modern sensation. 


The rational view of the subject would seem 


to ba that salt lakes have no outlet at all; that 
ia order to become salt lakes the fi-o«h «•-.*« 
which t'i-v- «i-i/«»e mrough the medium of 
streams and rivers, or from any source, must 
evaporate by the heat of tho sua and the saline 
deposit remain. This is our experience of salt 
water lakes wherever they have been found. 
A lake with a free outlet is always fresh. Tho 
Lake or Sea of Galilee, clear and beautiful as 
it is in the summer sunshine, and hallowed by 
so many sweet associations of the sacred pres- 
ence that once brought new sunlight to gild its 
waters, and the precious feet of the God-Man 
that pressed its silver sands, is fresh and pure, 
because it has a free outlet in the river Jor- 
dan. But the Dead Sea, which hag no outlet, 
is saline and bituminous. Even in our own 
Adirondack region, not fifty miles from Sara- 
toga, there is a little lake without a name, 
from which no outlet can be found, and here 
the water is so brackish and impure that no 
fish has been found to live in it. We take it 
for granted, then, that if Salt Lake had such 
a copious outlet as this late story relates its 
saline properties would have ceased to exist 
long ago.

In common wittt. many other Englishmen, I often 


•wish that some American newspaper would take up 
In earnest the subject of what is one o f our great 
national ofiences, namely, unmitigated fluuseylsm. 
Bear in mind that in this term 1 do not include the 
correct and proper respect whictt all sensible men, 
BU over ttte world, pay to those who. as the 
Scriptures say, "are placed in authority over us.' 
I noid—and I thmic 1 hold -rightly—that the 
Individual who would swagger up to the" President 
of the United States and treat him with any attempt 
at lamiliarity or disrespect would be quite as great 
a snob as the man wtto would refuse to ta£e off ttts 
fiat to Queen Victoria. In all lands tttere are cus- 
toms and observances wttictt ougttt to be respected 
alike by tttose who inhabit the land and those who 
are merely sojourners in the same. But It is very, 
different with the offence of wnictt, we are in Eng- 
land getting every year more guilty. Ttte man who 
•would in Rome Sneel to aslc ttte Pope's blessing 
•would be merely doing in that city what ttte Romans 
do. So would he wtto, wtten presented to Queen 
Victoria of England, would kiss her Majesty's ttand. 
In America an individual who> asted President 
Grant tor his Messing or attempted to Kiss the hon- 
orable gentleman's hand would probably be shut up 
as a dangerous lunatic. What I complain of ts sub- 
serviency wuen and wnere none is due, and I pro- 
ceed to give an example of it whictt at present is 
making a great noise in London. 


AKT A>-D THE EXHIBITION. 
You are, no doubt, aware that we have every year 
In this modem Babylon a great exposition of paint- 
ings ny living artists. To get a picture into this es- 
lubition is what every young artist is ambitious of' 
to nave one rejected is what he fears most That a 
great number are and, indeed, must be rejected 
every year is. no donbt. inevitable. For instance 
thL, season there was hanging room for about 3,000 
pictures, and not less than 7,000 were sent in for ap- 
proval 
Among the ^ ery maav rejected were a pair 
of portraits of tne Prince and Princess of Wale' by 
a certain Mr. Weigal, a portrait painter wtto has be- 
come fashionable since he married Lady Eose fane 
sister of tiie Earl of Westmoreland. These portraits 
•were justl} regarded by the Committee of the Rovai 
Academy as tiie veriest daubs that were ever sent"in 
lo bs judged of by the committee, and the Prince and 
Princes.-- or \Vales had expressed themselves exceed- 
ingly diasatisued with them. But a painter does 
not marry the sister of aa earl for nothing. 
Mr. Weigal found means 
of making matters 
pleasant 
somewhere or other, 
and, to the 
astonishment of every one, after iis pictures ttad 
toeen rejected, an order from ttte Queen, as patron 
o! the Koyal Academv, came that they should be 
bung. Her Majesty was certainly in her right when 
Bhe gai e tlus order, for it is a prerogative she pos- 
sesses in the Koyal Academy. But it is one she has 
never exercised before, aud whictt has never ere 
this occasion been exercised in the same way. That 
is, no picture has ever been commanded by her 
Majesty to be hung after its rejection, although such 
E command has? often been given before a picture 
has been placed before the committee. Be that 
however, as it may, the artists of London are furious' 
at what tiiey deem ttte slight that the committee 
has allowed to be put upon itse'.f. They say that the 
Committee of Selection, having once rejected the 
portraits, ought never to have given in about them:

This does not include the exodus from Ire- 
Uad. farmers throughout the south, of England 
are in despair as to how their crops will be got m 
this year, it is true tttat ttte harvest is still far off, 
but whole villages ara being emptied of their popu- 
lation. It is something quite new for agriculiural 
laborers to emigrate w anyttung like numbers. But 
they liave got into ffieir heads, and not without 
reason, tttat ttte cttance in your country for tttem is 
even greater and better tttan it is tor artisans. In 
many ol our English counties ttte farm laborer never 
sees meat more than perhaps once a month, and 
then tte can only afford fat bacon. How can he 
atrord to eat anything like butchers' meat when beer 
is eight pence atad rcutton ten pence a pound, and ne 
nas but eleven shillings a week wages, and has, per- 
haps, seven or eight children to feed f But, you will 
say, what ttas ail this to do wittt fashionable life? 
I reply, very much. The great mass of oar nobility 
and gentry derive their incomes from their landed 
estates, and If this emigration continues, wttictt it 
seems very likely to do, wages must rise and rents 
fall on all ttte estates in England. And this of 
course, will create a still greater comparative wealth 
for those wtto make, or wtto have made, their money' 
by trade. 


The Exhibition ot Fans—Royal Contributors, 


Including the Prince of Wales. 


In ttte South Kensington Museum, London, May 25, 
was to be held a private view of the interior of the 
great Exhibition of Fans. Ttte exhibition Is part of 
ttte scneme of ttte Denartment of Science and Art 
for the Art Instruction "of Women. To promote tttis 
object the department oflered prizes in competition 
for fans painted by the students in ttie female schools 
of art in 1868, and again m 1869. Ttte ran mount, 
to which, in the first of these years ttte ottlef prize was 
awarded, is included in tttis exhibition, and it is in- 
tended to continue the competition. Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria purposes to offer a fan prize for com- 
petition at ttte International Exhibition of 1871. The 
Society of Arts has also offered its gold medal (of the 
value of twenty-one guineas) lor the second best fan 
exhibited. Ttte Lady Cornelia Guest and Baroness 
Meyer de Rothschild have each offered a prize of tea 
pounds for the two nest best fans. The Princess 
Louise will exhibit a Ian of her own workmanship 
at the Exhibition or 1871. 


Her Majesty the Queen exhibits seventeen speci- 
mens of fans in ttte collection.

Iberian Revolutionary Agitation—The Portu- 


BUCBC Movement—Imitation or Sympathy?— 
The Exile of the Bourbons a Blow to the 
Surrounding' Thrones. 


MADRID, May 25,1870. 


The military revolution at Lisbon has caused a 


good deal of excitement in political circles, and has 
given rise to speculations as to what mil be the final 
result of the outbreak. The military revolt at Lis- 
bon to ttte cry of "Viva Saldanha I" "Down with ttte 
government I" Is similar in many respects to ttte 
almost exclusively military outbreak at Madrid in 
June, 1866, to ttte cry of "Viva Prim l" "Down wittt 
the government n The Immediate result, however, 
Is very diflerent. In ttte bloody Spanish combat of 
June, 1865, the existing government triumphed after j 
some 2,000 troops and civilians, between killed and 
wounded, ttad beon put Jiors Oe comDat. 


At Lisbon ttte losses have been comparatively tri- 


fling ana the triumph of the revolutionary party com- 
plete. 
In June, 1866, ttte Spanish government 


crushed the rebellion; bat their triumph was tem- 
porary; the reigning dynasty received iis death 
wound. The cornerstone of ttte House of Bonroou 
was knocked away, and, after swaying to ana fro lor 
a while, ttte wnole edifice fall with a crash that shook 
more tttan one other dynasty and startled monarchs 
whose thrones were regarded ttlttterto as the firmest 
among the firm. 


At Lisbon ttte revolution has triumptted and ttte 


royal family may be considered as prisoners of the 
fortunate old General Saldaatta. Ttte King has re- 
ceived a grand lesson touching ttte littleness of 
royalty aad how short the time which it takes to 
convert Kings Into exiles; how majesty in purple 
robes, With crown and sceptre, may be made to 
crouch at the feet of an old soldier like a whipped 
cur.

Earthquakes are not nnfreqnent at Lisbon and are 


often dangerous m the extreme; but to Dom Luis po- 
litical earthquakes are far more dangerous. The 
political earthquake of^last week jerked Him from 
his throne on to the carpet.

Let 
htm beware of the next Krremoto—that may pitch 
him out of the window. 


PORTUGUESE HISTORY".

Criticisms of New Books. 


THE LIFE OF BISMAKC^, PKJTATE AND POLITICAL. 
With Descriptive Notices of his Ancestry. By J otm. 
George Louis Hesekiei. Translated and edited by 
Kenneth R. H. Mackenzie, F. S. A.. F. A. S. L. 
New York: Harper & Brothers. 
Much of the historical value of this biography Is 


lost because of the excessive partisanship of the 
author. His materials for rnaKtac the work the 
best life or Bismarck yet written were undoubtedly 
ample, it being evident, from the facts narrated and 
rrom the numerous private letters written by the 
Prussian Premier to his wife and others, that the 
source from -which Herr HeseMel drew them was 
none other than the Count himseir. The boos Is, we 
admit, very interesting. It gives us a eharming.pic- 
ture or Bismarck's domestic lite; shows us German 
lite among tne higher classes, and Introduces us to 
terms or social fanuiunty with the man who outwit- 
ted A'apoleon and defeated Francis Joseph. The life or 
Bismarck is minutely and, Tor the most part, accu- 
rately detailed, and the ract that the author was 
evidently inspired by the subject imparts to the 
booK a sort of semi-official air which makes it all the 
more desirable to read it. Then, again, the style in 
which it is written is graphic and entertaining. 
These are the merits of this biography. Its demerits 
are comprised in the extravagant laudations of Bls- 
inarcfc, whom Herr Hesekiei would have us believe to 
be little short of perfection. His deience or abso- 
lutism is praised, his arbitrary acts are defended—in 
short, hero worship is so apparent throughout the 
w ork that we cannot place any reliance upon the 
estimate ronned of Bismarck's character. Now, 
we have as hijrh an opinion or Count Bismarck 
as It is possible to easily hold. No person can ques- 
tion his great abilities, his stilt and his daring in 
diplomacy; for these he has manitested too njaiuly 
to the world for any one to deny his possession of 
them. But to write a history of his lire, sucli as 
will stand the test or criticism, some other pen is 
needed than that of Herr Hesekiei, who is entirely 
too prejudiced in favor ot Bismarck and absolutism 
to do justice to the opponents or the Count aad to 
democracy, 


CONFERENCES OF THE KEV. PERE LACOKDAIRE, De- 
liveiedlnthe Cathedral of Notre Dame in Paris 
Translated from the French by Henry Lancdon.

Less impassioned than Bossuet was and less 


theatrical than Hyacinthe is, Pere Lacordaire was 
abler than cither of these gieat French preachers. A 
convert to Catholicism, he remained through life a 
warm defender of the Church and at the same time 
a liberal of the school or Moutalembert. Although 
some or his writings were condemned by the Pope 
(Gregory XVI.) and he submitted to the will of his 
superior, he never abandoned those ideas of liberal- 
ism, united to a pure Catholicism, which have en- 
aeared htm to the Galilean ci"«on. It was in 1841 
tii.***- «c appeared, or muter reappeared, at jsmre 
i>o,me, and delivered the first of the series of dis- 
courses which, nave made his name famous and 
which we have m the work beiore us.

Evidently this is with, 
a view of counteracting ttteir influence, on ttte prin- 
ciple whictt actuated ttte husband, who himself told 
all ttis peccadilloes to nls wife, making tttem out so 
dreadful tttat stte didn't believe him or Als enemies 
when tttey repeated them. Ttte articles refer to ttte 
odious and tyrannical administration of affairs m 
this Island, extending tbrough. so many years, ana 
the anomalous relation whictt revolutionized Spain 
now Holds towards it.

The conductors or the Foz ae CtiUa, like all Span- t 
iartts, seern to have such a high idea of the power of 
gold and the propiiety of being influenced by it 
that they invariably attribute the opinions and ac- 
tions of their opponents to it.

THE ELEVATED CABLE PLAN. 
This plan is to put strong iron columns In the place 


of the common telegraph posts, and secure steel 
wire cables to these in such a manner as to sustain 
suspended cars at an elevation which will permit 
them to run over all street obstacles. The car 
wheels traverse a single cable, and are connected 
with the cars by pendents which hold the wheels in 
au upricht position, and at the same time sustain 
the car directly underneath. There are two cables 
on each line or posts, so applied as to allow the cars 
to run either way. Above these are another set of 
casies, the office of which Is to hold the main lines 
uj) to a level position, the two being connected by a 
series ol hooks so curved as to admit the free pas- 
sage or the traveUmg wheels. Tbe power used in 
moving the trains is steam, acting upon oscillating 
cylinders which are pivoted between and operate 
upon the wheels that carry the forward car: Tho 
projectors claim that they do not exaggerate In say- 
ing tuat 2S,ooo passengers can be transported daily 
on a single line of posts and at a speed of twenty 
miles per hour. If necessity should require there 
can be three lines of posts—one on either aide and 
one between the street car tracrs These "extended 
facilities the projectors elaim would accommodate 
75,000 passengers dally on a single avenue.

of a Stranger Washed Ashore Near City 
Island—Courlnsivc Evidence of Assassimt- 
Uoa and Bobbery—The Body Buried With- 
out a Coroner's Inanest—An Obsequious Jus- 
tice of the Peace. 
The brutal murder of an unknown man, whose 


body was cast ashore by the waters of Long Island 
Sound within the cast week, has, ihrough the 
bungling Interference of a justice of the peace, re- 
mained hitherto almost unnoticed. 
Last Friday 


some fishermen discovered 
the corpse of a 


straneer near City Island, and in the town 
of Pelham, Westchester county, and tne occurrence 
having been mentioned to Justice Sparks that offi- 
cial, without notifying one of the Coroners, pro- 
ceeded on his own responsibility to nold an In 
quest. A jury having been 
summoned, 
an 


examination of 
the 
body took place, which I 


disclosed a deep cut under the right ear, wlucn had 
penetrated beyond the Jugular vein, sufficient at 
once to produce death. Two gashes were also found 
on the left wrist, as though Inflicted while the de- 
ceased was endeavoring to evade the knife of his 
murderer. 


The body Is represented to be that of a German, 
apparently about five feet sii inches in hei"-nt and 
was genteelly dressed in dark clothing. A gold 
ring was fsnnd 
on 
one of the foi-efineers, 
in 
order to secure 
which it 
was 
found 
necessary 
to 
amputate the digit. 
In 
one 


of the pockets a 
small amount of money 
was discovered, and hanging from the vest was a 
portion of a watch chain with seal attached, leaving 
little room to doubt that the watch had been 
secured by the murderer. In view ol these facts 
the jury rendered a verdict that tne man came 
to his death by wounds inflicted by some person or 
persons unknown to tlie jury. The body was subse- 
quently bunea on City Island by the pooriuaster or 
the town ori'elham. 


Having been tif-t notified on Wednesday of the 
unwarrantable proceedings attending the inquest 
Coroner Bathgate, at, the request of citizens living in

vicmlty, visited City Island and had an

Meeting of the Commissioners at Ward's 


Hovv Housekeepers Are Taken In and Done 


For—Adroit Robberies by Servant Girls- 
Valuable Jewelry and Bonds Made Awny 
Wick. 
A short time since Mr. George Wheeler, residing at 


New Springvilie, Staten island, took Into his employ 
a servant girl—one who had come well recom- 
mended—who had his entire confidence, and for 
several weeks she peironned ner different duties 
faithfully and no fault could be round. On the 24th 
of May, however, a change toot place in the confi- 
dence of her employers—she having suddenly taken 
her departure for parts unknown, and with her sev- 
eral hundred dollars' worth, of valuable "clothing 
and some silver coin. The evidence as to her having 
committed the theft is clearly proved by the fact that 
the detective traced some or the silver coin and 
found it in the possession of a boatman, who had 
taken it in payment for rowinir a woman (answering 
to the description of the culprit) rrom Chelsea to Blua- 
bethportontheday above stated. The money was 
iden tlfled by Sir w heeler, who- had his private marK 
on the same, placed there by him some years since. 
The woman's name is Enuie Snudt. She is about 
thirty-live years of age, of medium height,, light 
hair, clear complexion and dark eyes. She is a na- 
tive of Germany. On the 27th or May, only three 
days following the above recited theft, another or 
Mr. Wheeler s domestics took it into her head to 
perform a similar feat; so accordingly, while the 
family were employed In anotner portion of the resi- 
dence, she adroitly opened & trunk belonging to the 
family and abstracted $2,000 worth of Wtisesbarre 
Coal and Iron Company bonds, and also a large 
quantity or jewelry, consisting of blacelets (one or 
which cost S;!50, beautifully set with choice pearls 
ana the gold qaue massive), gold nect chains, rings 
&c- This woman was tenown by the name of Mar- 
garet Smith abas Margaret Roberts, aged about 
thirty years, and quite tail. The above cases are m 
the hands of (superintendent Warrln, of the detective 
police agents, 72 Broadway, who are now vigor- 
ously prosecuting the work, with the nope of secur- 
ing the audacious culprits. 


The Fourth ward tragedy, resulting In the death 


of Patr.ck Heraan, or No. 367 Pearl street, at the 
hands of officer William Burke, ot the Fourth pre. 
cinct, which has been under investigation before 
Coroner Rollins tor several days past, was concluded 
yesterday at tne City Hall. As on former occasions 
the court room was crowded with persons, mostly 
from the Fourth ward, who seemed to feel a deep 
interest in the result or the investigation. Below 
will be fonnd the statement of roundsman Burke 
and a synopsis of the testimony of tlie other wit- 
nesses:— 


TESTIMOKT OP OFFICES BUBKE. 


William Burke was called and deposed that on 


the night or the 2d instant he went on duty at sis 
o'clock, and at eleven o'clock commenced trying 
tie doors on his post, which duty he finished at 
seventeen minutes to twelve o'clock; he was wait- 
ing down Pearl street, on the west side, with the 
club under his left arm and his hands behind his 
back, when opposite 
367 Pearl street 
met 


three men who were making no disturbance; 
one or the men, who proved to be Hernan, said, 
"There goes the son or a b—h who sentMangin np." 
Varley replied, "Lets send him down or-take him 
down;" Hernan then advanced and took tne dab 
rrom under the officer's arm, when Vaney and 
Mccarty caught Him by the back of 
the neclr 
and pulled him backwards to the siilewaifi, and 
all three ol them commenced kicking and beatin<r 
him about the headland body; the officer had no 
club 
to 
rap 
or 
defend himself with, and 
rearing ihey intended to tall him, Jje drew out his 
pistol, tne barrel of which Varley and MeCarty in- 
stantly grasped and struggled with all their might 
to obtain possessionjof it; McCarty let go ot the pistol 
and gave the officer a blow on his right arm, nearly 
disabling it; Varley at the same lime attempted'to 
bend the omser's wrist so that the muzzle of tbe 
pistol would point towards his (tSurSe's) breast; the 
officer finally succeeded in cocking the pistol and 
fired, Varley sttll retaining his hold of the pistol; 
as they did not move away the officer partially 
turned on his left side and fired again, Varley at this 
fme was standing near the officer's head, having let 
go of the pistol; the officer was down when both shots 
were fired and he fired at random;the three men then 
ran for the house, when the door was pushed open 
and two of them entered; the officer then got np, put 
his pistol away, and wa ked in front 01 the door; 
there was then a man standing or leaning 
against the railing; ne exclaimed, "Oh, I'm shot," 
or '-I'm dead," he made this remark while sinking- 
down; the officer thinking he had shot the man cried 
"watch" once, and stamped his reet on the pave- 
ment to attract attention; officer Ryan, roundsman 
CroKer and others then came hp and I told 
them that two of the three men were in the house, 
and asked that they harry np before they should 
escape through a rear window; an unsuccessful effort 
was then made to force the door open; an entrance 
was then effected through a second story window; 
during this time dec=ased was lying breata- 
inz heavily before the door; 
I entered the 
house and identified McCarty and Varley as two 
men who had assaulted me; I then went to 
the station house; never saw the men before; I 
arrested Mangin and another man last Sunday morn- 
ing week for disorderly conduct and assault; tney 
pleaded guilty and Judge Bowling sent them up for 
four months; those men were strangers to the wit- 
ness, in answer to a question propounded by a

Papers in tbe Cose—A Case of Self-Destruc-

&mce the publication, in the HESAUI of yesterday, 


of the suicide by shooting or Mr. Gerard u. Depey- 
ter, late or No. 112 East Thirty -sixth street, rurther 
particulars have been gleaned in the matter. It ap- 
pears tnat on Sunday last Coroner Flynn held an In- 
quest over the remains of Mr. Depeyster, but the 
facts were not promulgated till yesterday, wnen the 
testimony taken before the jury was handed over 
tovraembers of the pi ess for publication. 


Dr. Snelllng, or So. 72 Madison avenue, deposed 


that he Sad been attending deceased since July, dur- 
ing which time he had several attacks of temporary 
aberration of mind; was called to see him on the 
morning or the 3d, at daylight; round him lying on the 
floor, bleeding from a pistol shot wound of the head, 
entering at tlie right temple, passing through the 
brain and penetrating the skull at the opposite side; 
considered the wound ratal, he lingered ull twelve 
o'clock at night—twenty-one hours after shooUne 
himself—and expired. 
Dr. William A Hammond, -who Bad been called to 
see deceased, corroborated the testimony of Dr. 
Snellmg. 


Mrs Mary Depeyster, mother or deceased, tes- 


tified that for the past year hehaabeen inannn- 
sound state of mind and under the care or Dr. 
sneiling; about three o'clock On the morning of 
the 3d instant Mrs. Depeyster was awakened by a 
noise as if some heavy body had fallen, and at 
rin>t thought it was a portion of the wall in de- 
ceased's room coming down; went into his room, buc 
he was not there; Mrs. Depeyster then went up stairs 
to the front loom, the door of which was fast, It 
having been bolted on the inside, the door was 
forced open, and on entering ilrs. Depeyster found 
her son lying on tlie hearth rug, bleeding from a 
wound in ms head; he died at twelve o'clock the 
following until t. 


This dosed the testimony, and the Jury rendered 
the rollowlng verdict:—-That Gerard R,Depeyster 
came to his death by fracture of the sfcull, caused oy 
api-tol shot wound, self-infiicted, wnlle laboring 
under Insanity, on tne 3d day or June, 1SJO at tl2 
East Thirty-sixth street." Deceased was thirty-four 
years of age and a native of New York.

New Era of American Politics—The 


Decline of tlio f^rty Press. 


There has been a wonderful change since 


the issue of the first number of this journal, 
not only in the great political issues of this 
country, but in the a?ents and instrumentali- 
ties shaping and controlling our great political 
parties and the policy of the government iu 
all our domestic and foreign affairs. 
This 


change can be fully appreciated only by our 
old political readers, whose active experience 
covers all the vicissitudes of parties and party 
management from the palmy days of the 
Albany Regency down to this glorious age we 
live in. This general change, resulting from a 
succession of political revolutions, is, however, 
fuil of interest and instruction, not only to the 
survivors of the generation which has had its 
day in tho arena, but to the new generation 
coming into the foreground. 
Let us, then, 


briefly consider it, and especially with refer- 
ence to the decline of the party press during 
the eventful period of the last thirty-five years. 


In the good old stage coach times of Gene- 


ral Jacltson the government of the United States 
and the distribution of the spoils were man- 
aged by a little oligarchy, including the kitchen 
cabinet at Washington, the Albany Regency 
and a select coterie of the faithful at Rich- 
mond, Virginia. These managing juntas had 
each their authoritative party organ. The 
Washington Globe, under Jackson, as the offi- 
cial mouthpiece of the administration, held the 
commanding position of the Paris Moniteur 
under the first Napoleon. The Globe spoke 
the will of "Old Hickory." and every demo- 
cratic press throughout the country responded 
as religiously as in the church service, and 
all the rank and file of the party cried Amen! 
The Albany Argus, obedient to the general 
lessons from the Globe, was yet in its sphere the 
oracle of the Northern democracy, as was the 
Richmond Enquirer of the democracy South. 
The mnaagers of other journals of the party, in 
proportion to their local advantages, were 
high priests of public opinion; and the oppo- 
sition, or whig party, though never so absolute- 
ly as the democratic, was under the same dis- 
cipline. The power of the close corporation 
of the kitchen cabinet, the Albany Regency 
and the Eichmoud junta, through their dicta- 
torial party journals, was effectively displayed 
against all mutineers, who were whipped into 
the traces or whipped out of the party camp 
with remorseless vengeance. Even the mighty 
Calhoun fell a sacrifice to his temerity in daring 
to think and speak on democratic principles 
without first consulting the Globe. 


Such was the fierce despotism of the 


anointed democratic party press under Gen- 
eral Jackson. Under Van Buren, however, 
tlie terrible power of this fierce party despot- 
ism began to decline. 
They had commenced 


in this country the building of railroads, and 
common schools were beginning to be widely 
extended, and an independent press or two, 
here and there—the NEW YORK HEEAID most 
prominent and independent of them all, we 
may say, as a simple matter of history—had 
made their appearance and were prospering. 
Men were beginning to think for themselves, 
and they began to like, the HEKAXD for the 
same way of thinking. Then came the great, 
financial revulsion of 1837, then tlie tremen- 
dous whirlwind of popular wrath of 1840, 
which swept the Van Bilrcn dynasty out ot 
place and power. With that expulsion the 
prestige and the power of the kitchen cabinet, 
the Albany Regency and the Richmond junta 
departed, and with them the power of their 
dictatorial party journals. 
Every attempt 


since that day to re-establish a controlling 
party organ at Washington has been a dismal 
failure, and the millions of money which were 
squandered upon the Washington organ of the 
party in power now go into the government 
printing office. 


Thus the political revolution of 1840, in 


giving the deathblow to the old regime of the 
party press, fairly opened the field to the inde- 
pendent press, and with the general introduc- 
tion of railroads the field of the HERALD 
widened from year to year. Next, while the 
democratic Presidential Convention of 1814 
was in session at Baltimore, the practical value 
of an experimental line of the electric tele- 
graph, under the personal supervision of 
Morse, between that city and the Capitol at 
Washington, was tried and proved in tele- 
graphic reports to the Capitol of the doings of 
the Convention. The Convention, through the 
telegraph, coquetted with Silas Wright, then a 
member of the Senate, but he would have no 
such compromise for the rejection of iis friend 
Van Buren; and when at last Folk's nomina- 
tion was announced a waggish whig member 
of the House passed around among the crowd 
assembled outside the telegraph room this 
couplet, referring to all the prominent demo- 
cratic expectants set aside and the unexpected 
nomination made:—

begun; 
for the complete emancipation of 


newspapers and men from the slavery of party 
in the New World and the Old is tho manifest 
mission of the independent press.

The Great Fire in Constantinople. 


Cable despatches which 
we print this 


moruing inform us that the great fire in the 
Pera suburb of Constantinopla has been sub- 
dued, and that the excitement ^begotten of it 
has been quieted. It appears that the fire 
was much more serious than was at first 
imagined. Some seven thousand buildings of 
all sorts have been destroyed, and of these 
some are said to have been the finest in the 
city. The loss of life has been great. The 
remains of one hundred and fifty human beings 
have been discovered, and the presumption is 
that this number represents not more than one- 
half of the actual number that has perished. 
The loss of property has, of course, been 
great. 
Twenty-five million pounds sterling is 


an enormous sum. 
We can hardly imagine 


that this correctly states the fact. 
At the 


same time we are not disposed to doubt the 
truthfulness of the report. 
If twenty-five 


million pounds sterling, or one hundred and 
twenty-five million, dollars' worth of property 
has been destroyed, this fire must be regarded 
as one of the largest in modern times. It is 
gratifying to know that the archives of the 
British Embassy have been saved; for those 
archives are, perhaps, the richest in that kind 
of material which will be found necessary to 
make up the history of the East in these last 
days. 
It is not less gratifying to know that

on fire and seriously damaged, is 
not 


destroyed. It would have been sad if the 
Gobelin tapestry, the gift of the Empress 
Eugenie, and specially associated with her 
recent visit to the East, a particular ornament 
of said church, had not been saved. Altogether 
this fire has been much more serious than, we 
supposed it was. If there has been so vast a 
destruction of property the Sultan has found 
an opportunity which we hope he will know how 
to use. If there has been suffering, as there 
must have been, Christendom will not be slow 
to overleap Mohammedan barriers, and to show 
that humanity, after all, is a unit aside from 
creeds. In other words, we must help the suf- 
ferers in Constantinople. Will New York take 
the hint ?

THE SPANISH THEOSE QUESTION.—The news, 


•which we print, to-day regarding Spain is in- 
teresting. ' It is settled that Spain will not 
have Montpensier or. any other present candi- 
date. A motion made to the effect that the 
king be elected by a direct vote of the people 
was lost. 'Another motion requiring that the 
successful candidate receive a majority equal 
to one half of the whole number of the depu- 
ties was carried by a vote of 138 to 124. To 
accomplish this 179 votes are required. No 
one present is supposed to be equal to this 
figure. Meanwhile the debate goes on. We 
mu»t wait for result!. 


Little, however, did the wag in question, or 


the Congressional Solons around him, or the 
bewildered newspaper men among them, 
dream of the mighty revolution in the aftairs 
of the civilized world inaugurated with that 
mysterious electric telegraph, and particularly 
in widening in both hemispheres the field and 
the power of the independent press, and in 
cutting down and cutting out everywhere the 
already waning influence of the party press. 
What is now the influence of the party press 
upon the government or the public opinion of 
this country ? What is the history of the party 
press through the late rebellion ? It was never 
so feeble, never so demoralized before the war, 
and never in suchachapfallen condition as it is 
to-day. Our city contemporaries, for instance, 
of both parties, appear to understand neither 
the lessons of the dead issues of the past nor 
the living issues of the day. Among the re- 
publican journals of the country at large there 
is neither harmony nor toleration; among the 
democratic there is very little of common 
sense or common sagacity. About the only 
wide awake party paper in this city now is the 
Commercial Advertiser, and it is wide awake 
in its comprehension of the important fact that 
the age has gone by "for newspapers that 
dabble in nothing but party questions and par- 
tisan twaddle, or stilted and tedious chop logic 
on stupid abstractions. 


We live ia a new age of journalism and of 


public opinion. The age of a dictatorial party 
press went out with the old stage coach; the 
age of the independent press was inaugurated 
here with the steamship and the railroad, and 
throughout the world with the electric, te.le: 


A Little DIore of the BrookSyn King. 
Our "sister city," with all its sanctity and 


its churches, with all its promises of a fine 
bridge yet to come and its woald-be model 
management of the ferries and railroads, is 
likely to have its young ambition crushed and 
its 
prospects of advancement materially 


diminished by the infamous political ring which 
has got a firm grip upon the city of Brooklyn, 
and is trying to drain it to the dregs. The 
"ring" seems to have but one idea, and that is 
to plunder the treasury and the taxpayers to 
the full extent of their power. The taxes in 
that unfortunate city have increased in seven 
years a hundred and fifty per cent, while in 
this vast city of New York, with all its ring 
manoeuvres and jobs, they have only increased 
in the same period about twenty-five per cent. 
This must be consoling for the Brooklyn tax- 
payers. In 18C5 the taxes of Brooklyn were 
nearly doubled. In 1869 the taxes were not 
(nominally) increased; but then twenty-five 
per cent was added to the assessed valuation 
of property, which, of course, bore heavily-on 
the taxpayers. In the hands of the present 
ring no one knows the limit to which taxation 
may reach, but that it will be most oppressive 
no one doubts. The members of the ring 
appear to have fallen into the tracks of the 
New York ring, as it existed before the present 
rigime. In fact, they mean to rob the public 
treasury 
in 
the 
most liberal 
fashion; 


but they forget that while the Treasury 
of New York had twenty millions to prey upon 
the Treasury of Brooklyn lias only about three 
millions. 
Therefore these fellows of the ring 


will have to be moderate in their stealings if 
they do not want to ruin Brooklyn entirely, 
and thus kiE the goose thai lays their golden 


egss. 


The District Attorney, Samuel D. Morris, is 


fighting the roughs and the election repeaters; 
but the ring, aided, we are sorry to Bay, by 
some of the courts, is trying to baffle him at 
every point, so that justice shall not be done 
to the evildoer. 
Mayor Kalbfleisch, who is a 


thoroughly ionest man, is fighting the Park 
Commissioners and the Fire Department, with 
a view to keep down the enormous expenses of 
the city government; but the ring in all pro- 
bability will beat him too. 
Meantime, the 


taxpayers are looking on appalled and hor- 
ror-stricken at the way things are going. 
They see their taxes multiplied, assessments 
recklessly and extravagantly made upon their 
property, and yet they have to stand help- 
lessly by while the Philistines of the 'Ting'' 
possess the city. Alas, poor Brooklyn! 


Blare's Nest About the Cuban Bond 


Bribery In WnflWn«ton. 


The sensation story spread abroad that the 


Cubans were bribing Congressmen and others 
by liberal gifts of their bonds to obtain the 
recognition of our government has ended in 
smoke. Mr. Fitch and other members of the 
House have ventilated and exposed this 
canard. 
It was, as Mr. Fitch intimated, no 


doubt manufactured by or through Spanish 
agents for the purpose of creating a prejudice 
against the Cuban cause just at this particular 
time. 
"We approach, in a few days," he said, 


"the consideration of the question whether 
the House will help Spain to crush Cuba or 
not. 
It is, perhaps, conjectured by members 


of the Spanish «mbassay that if charges of 
corruption on behalf of Cuba can be circulated 
with impunity and permitted to pass unchal- 
lenged here concerning members, gentlemen 
on this floor may be afraid to express the 
kindly sentiments which they may entertain 
for the persecuted Cubans, and at the cost of 
a dinner or a five dollar bill some scavenger 
who disgraces the reportorial fraternity is 
induced to sound the preliminary note 
of 


slander." This is rather sharp, but no doubt 
hits the nail on the head. Mr. Fitch, however, 
like many other members, we suppose, will 
not "swerve from the utterance of words of 
encouragement and cheer to a people who are 
struggling for freedom," though such slander- 
ous attacks may be made. There are plenty 
of lobby schemers in Washington ready to take 
money, bonds or anything else from any 
side, and they buttonhole every one who 
goes 
to

business con- 


nected with the government. 
They live 


in that way, and mostly upon false pretences. 
They endeavor to make it appear always that 
they are on intimate terms with members of 
Congress and high officials of the government. 
Sometimes they take pay or promises to pay 
from both sides. Nothing comes amiss to these 
cormorants. They often take and cheat at the 
same time. There is no subject in which there 
is a prospect of money that they do not nibble 
at as keenly as a hungry fish at a bait. The 
Alaska purchase, the St. Domingo treaty, 
Cuba, or anything else, is tested and squeezed 
in every possible way. These fellows have 
been trying to humbug the Cubans, probably, 
and taking money from Spain at the same time. 
But they appear to have been foiled, as 
far as the Cubans are concerned. At least it 
appears evident there has been no attempt to 
bribe members of Congress. And why all this 
fuss about the Cubans using what means they 
have within their power to promote the cause 
they have at heart—the independence of their 
country? Apart from reported attempts to 
bribe members of Congress or of the govern- 
ment, which have no foundation, what harm is 
there in the Cubans using their means for such 
a sacred 'object? Do not all governments— 
both established and revolutionary govern- 
ments—employ agencies and whatever means 
they can command to accomplish their objects? 
And if these be not immoral where is the 
evil? There is a great deal of humbug and 
buncombe about this cry of using Cuban bonds 
to create 
a 
favorable 
influence. 
These 


exploded slanderous reports against 
the 


Cubans will tend to benefit the Cuban cause 
and to react upon the Spanish agents, who 
probably manufactured them.

A Ferry Uonnd tho City. 


Among the 
contemplated improvements 


which are expected to follow from the estab- 
lishment of the new regime there is none 
more necessary or more popular than a ferry 
round the island from some high point on the 
North river, with a clear sweep to Harlem 
Bridge on the east side, taking in the whole 
water front. Suppose we take a ferry line 
starling from the vicinity of Fort Washington 
and touching at convenient places on the 
different piers on both rivers, with a terminus 
at Harlem, what a convenience it would be to 
thousands of people on each side of the city! 
This would be one of the most available 
modes of "relief to Broadway," so much 
talked about, that has yet been suggested. Of 
course the ferry should be well conducted. 
The boats should be commodious and cleanly, 
and the time of stopping at the various land- 
ings should be uniform and punctual. The 
fare also should be moderate. A ferry so 
managed would command an immense traflic. 
In fact it is a necessity which, with our 
restricted means of travel up and down the 
island, must be supplied. It is evident that 
neither horse railroads nor omnibuses can 
supply accommodations for the travel; so we 
must fall back upon our splendid water high- 
way in order to reach the upper part of the 
island in comfort.

There were a number of important matters 


transacted in the Senate yesterday. 
Notice 


was given of intention to introduce a bill 
allowing Indians to sue and be sued in the 
United States courts, which is a great conces- 
sion to the advance of civilization among the 
redskins. If the savages get into litigations 
they must have lawyers and study statutes, 
and these will inevitably tend to draw them 
from their present wild life into civilized cus- 
toms. It is even probable, if the yield of sav- 
age lawsuits is good, that redskin lawyers will 
in time rise to the height of injunctions against 
the Pacific Railroad and pleas of temporary 
insanity in cases where the killing of a few 
whites is concerned. The previous question 
was also discussed, but as it infringed upon 
the dearest privileges of Senators—verbosity- 
it was promptly tabled. The bill for the appor- 
tionment of representation was then taken 
«p. The Senate amendment increasing the 
members of the House to three hundred was 
agreed to and the bill was laid over. 
The bill 


to abolish the franking privilege was again 
taken up, the question being on the amend- 
ment providing for the free circulation of 
newspaper exchanges. In the debate which 
ensued 
it 
was 
shown 
that newspaper 


matter occupied most of 
the space in 


the 
mails, 
and returned 
little 
or no 


revenue. 
In this case it is evident that the 


newspaper mail is responsible for a large 
part of the deficiency in the Post Office De- 
partment, and we do not see why it should not 
pay its quota to the government as well as 
anything else, When the free list was first 
extended to the interchange of newspapers it 
was for the purpose of encouraging the diffu- 
sion of knowledge, and no doubt served 
the purpose well; 
but in the 
present 


days of electricity and lightning express- 
age, the exchange mail forms a very slight 
element indeed of a live newspaper. 
It is 


well enough to grant free transmission' to 
country newspapers in the county where they 
are printed, but to frank the immense piles of 
papers that arrive at all news offices, old in 
date as compared to the telegraphic de- 
spatches, is simply a heavy burden upon the 
taxpayers and the mail wagons, and of little 
benefit to the enterprising journals of the 
period. 
The bill will be further considered 


to-day. 


A heavy rainstorm poured down upon the 


west end of the capital yesterday at the opening 
of the session of the House. It was so severe 
that it silenced even the disorderly House for 
ten minutes, and a recess for that «me was 
held. Mr. McCormick failed, by reason of the 
violence of the storm, in having his alleged 
connection with the Cuban bond business set 
right by the members of the Cuban Investigating 
Committee. When, on reassembling, the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, being called, failed 
to report a bill abolishing duty on coal, the 
anti-tariff men called the committee to ac- 
count, it having been directly ordered to 
report such a bill. 
Some lame excuse 


was made by members of the committee, but 
they amounted to nothing. It seems evident 
that the committee are resorting to means 
almost dishonorable in their mad hopes of de- 
feating tbe anti-tariff sentiment of the House 
and of the country. They are contumacious 
and in contempt, as Mr. Cox termed it, and 
should be brought to order at once. The Senate 
bill to provide a national currency of coin notes 
was reported back by Mr. Garfield, with a sub- 
stitute therefor comprising the ninety-five mil- 
lion currency bill, with the funding and other 
sections stricken out. The democrats and 
anti-inflationists 
immediately 
commenced 


filibustering, 
and 
by 
this 
means, 
on 


the 
expiration 
of 
the 
morning 
hour, 


threw the bill over until next Tuesday. 
The 


uniform Naturalization bill was reported and 
discussed at length. Mr. Ward, of New York, 
especially made a strong plea for it and 
severely denounced the frauds occurring at 
every election in New York city by means of 
fraudulent 
naturalization 
papers. 
There 


seemed to be a dread on the part of republi- 
cans, however, that the bill would serve as 
political capital for the democrats; for the vote 
on laying it on the table resulted in yeas 102, 
nays Cl—an overwhelming defeat of the mea- 
sure, which will not probably be saved by the 
reconsidering vote to-day. 


Two Queer Point* In Washington. 


In Washington they are just now stirring up 


very thoroughly the affairs of Cuba and of St. 
Domingo, and with unexpected results. 
The 


enemies of Cuba have been shrieking frightfully 
over the story that Cuba was seeking recogni- 
tion by corrupt means—that she was ready 
to buy her way through Congress. 
It 


was in such a fact to damage the prospects 
of Cuba. But upon inquiry—upon following 
up the charge to its point of origin—it was 
found ta begin with the creatures of Spain. 
Spain herself, in fact, was putting down 
money to make public opinion—just what was 
charged against Cuba. This being true, sen- 
timent at once turns against Spain, and the 
blow that w.as expected to seriously injure the 
Cubans really reacts in their favor to a wonder- 
ful extent. Sympathy is with a people that is 
so fearfully lied about. Somewhat the same 
thing happens in tho case of St. Domingo. 
Somebody trumps up a genius named Hatch, 
who, like George Francis Train, has "swel- 
tered in a bastile," and it is charged that gov- 
ernment officers have connived at his incarce- 
ration lest the dreadful Hatch should come 
home and kill the treaty for the purchase oi 
St. Domingo. Over the case of Hatch, there- 
fore, is shrieked a fresh opposition to the 
treaty. Presently Hatch appears ia his true 
light—the tide turns—and the treaty is com- 
mended to popular honesty by the acts of its 
enemies. 


THE CHOLERA is INDIA AND ITS 


The last despatches from India state that the 
Asiatic cholera is making dreadful ravages in 
all parts of that country. Bombay despatches 
report that the disease is particularly virulent 
in Madras. The pestilent demon is a far way 
off from us, it is true, but at the same time it 
would be well for our government to obtain all 
possible information as to its progress. The 
Navy Department, for instance, might make 
inquiries, through the officers in command of 
our ships it( that direction, and the State 
Department should inform itself, through our 
consuls, upon the subject. We know that in 
the cholera years of 1832 and 1849 tbe disease 
was brought to this country in ships from 
Europe. We should remember that the com- 
munication, even with remote India, is much 
closer now, by means of railroads and steam- 
ships, that cover the land and the sea, than it 
was twenty years ago, and therefore there is 
more necessity for foresight and precaution on 
the part of the government. It will do no harm 
to be a little ahead of danger. 


A WONDER is UTAH.—We will never know 


when the last great natural wonder of this Con- 
tinent has been discovered. A despatch from 
Corinne, Utah, now reports the discovery in 
that vicinity of an immense maelstrom, sup- 
posed to be the outlet of that other wonder, 
Salt Lake. Scientific men are already on the 
way to investigate the matter. 
There is 


nothing so calculated to give us great ideas of 
thegrandeurand magnitude of the domain we 
occupy as thus to suddenly discover on the 
silent, unexplored wilds of the great West such 
stupendous wonders, hitherto unknown,
